There May Be Trouble. 


GOV. ODELL MAY INTERFERE 


Might Decapitate the Commissioner 


Appointed by the Mayor and 
Finally the Latter. 


In discussing the probable action of the 
Republican organization in the event 


fam §S. Devery on the police force under 
the proposed new law, Senator Platt yes- 
terday intimated what might happen. 

“Wait and if Sexton is appointed 
and Devery made deputy. If I were 
Governor of State, I know what.I 
would do.” 

The alleged purpose of Mayor Van Wyck 
to appoint John B. Sexton as the single- 
headed Police Commissioner and the belief 
that Sexton will make Chief William 8. 
Devery the deputy for Manhattan is creat- 
ing considerable dissension in Tammany 
Hall. 

It has also angered Gov. Odell, who 
claims that the proposed plan is an inten- 
tion of defying him. Many 
leaders predict that if the bill passes in its 
Present form, and the Mayor persists in 
his alleged purpose, that Gov. Odell will 
ewing the official axe so rapidly that in a 
short time every Commissioner appointed 
by Van Wyck who retained Devery would 
be ousted, followed after a few decapita- 
tions, by the Mayor himself. 

Jotham P. Allds of Chenango, the Re- 
publican leader on the floor of the Assem- 
bly, had «a long conference with Senator 
Platt last night with reference to ‘the 
police and tax bills. The fact that the 
reappointment of Sexton and the retention 
of Devery will defeat the main object of 
the bill, and that there could be no reor- 
Eanization of the fcrceé, was pointed out, 
but the remedy that was suggested was 
mot disclosed. 

There is a very strong element in Tam- 
many Hall headed by Corporation Counsel 
John Whalen and Lewis Nixon, Chairman 
of the Anti-Vice Committee, which, it is 
said, would not be sorry to see Sexton and 

every out of the Police Department. 

Vhile these dissenters wish to see Tam 
many control the police, they believe the 
organization can best be strengthened on 
the evg of an important municipal elec- 
tion by the appointment of some Democrat 
of integrity, who has the respect of the 
community and who will not tolerate Dey- 
ery. They insist, too, that removals by the 
Governor will injure Tammany, especially 
if the Executive can furnish any reasona- 
ble argument in support of his course. 

Both Republican and Democratic poli- 
ticians credit Gov. Odell with an excellent 
quality of backbone, and expect him to 
manifest it if Mayor Van Wyck appoints 
Sexton. :

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KILLED BY NITRO-GLYCERINE. 


Man and Two Horses Blown to Atoms 
in Indiana—Explosion Shatters 
Windows 30 Miles Away. 

Special to The New York Times, 
ANDERSON, ind., Feb. 3.—The magazine 
of the Hercules Nitro-Glycerine Company 
which is situated ten miles north of this 
city was blown up at noon to-day. Perry 
Fort, whose home is at Knightstown, where 
the factory is situated, was killed, along 
with a team of horses. Two men were 
seen talking to Fort just before the explo- 
sion occurred. Their fate is not known. 
The magazine is situated a quarter of a 

mile from the road. 

Fort drove through from Knightstown 
last night with 720 quarts of the explosive, 
@nd was seen at the magazine with the 
strangers. It is thought that while he was 
unloading the nitro-glycerine he dropped 
‘one of the cans. There were almost a hun- 
dred quarts in the magazine, besides that in 
the wagon. Two holes thirty feet in diam- 
eter and twenty feet deep were made in the 

ound. Fort, the horses, and wagon were 

lown to atoms. The largest piece of the 
man that could be found was a half of a 
rib, which was in the snow a quarter of a 
mile away. The head of one of the horses 
twas found a half mile away. 

The explosion was heard ten miles away 
and the force of it was felt and damage 
done thirty miles away. At Alexandria 
and Summitville, the towns, nearest the 
scene of the explosion, windoWs were shat- 
tered in many houses, plate-glass win- 
dows were broken, and houses were shaken 
on their foundations. At Marion and Mun- 
cie, twenty miles away, and at Tipton, 
thirty miles away, glass in the windows of 
several houses was broken.

Congressman’s Brother Succumbs on a 
Transport as It Enters San Fran- 
cisco Harbor from Manila. 
Special to The New York Times. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 3.—On the army 
transport Pak-Ling, which arrived here late 
this afternoon from Manila, came Raymond 
Sulzer, a brother of Congressman William 
Sulzer of New York. He died just as the 
anchor was being dropped. The vessel was 
nineteen days from Manila, and encoun- 

tered no heavy weather. 

Sulzer was appointed by President Mc- 
Kinley two years ago, and had done good 
service in the Philippines as Captain's 
(Juartermaster of the Pak-Ling, going out 
on that vessel. Last May he was attacked 
by dysentery and had been ill ever since. 
Sometimes he would rally, but a reaction 
always sét in. Finally, he determined to 
return home. Throughout the voyage he 
was very ill, but it was hoped that he 
would be able to reach this country alive. 
As the vessel neared land he sank rapidly 
and died in the harbor. 

Congressman Sulzer will leave Washing- 
ton to-night for this city. 


NEELY WANTS TO GIVE BAIL. 


Government Will Accept Cash Only, and 
Prisoner’s Lawyer Fears it 
Will Be Seized. 

HAVANA, Feb. 3.~The Military Govern- 
ment will demand a cash bond from C. F. 
W. Neely, the alleged defaulter. What the 
amount will be had not been stated, as 
Neely’s lawyer absolutely refuses to de- 
posit cash, fearing that it will be seized, 
and the Government does not care to show 


its hand by regulating the amount of bail 
until forced to do so. 

The charges will specify an embezzlement 
of over $100,000, with the possibility of the 
amount being materially increased. The 
Judge of the Court of First Instance is in- 
clined to hold that Neely is guilty of steal- 
ing surcharged staimps to the amount of 
$300,000, and, as the question of bail at 
present rests with him, the cash to be 
deposited would exceed that figure. 

The special counsel for the Government 
are confident of convicting Neely, apart 
from the stamp-burning incident. Only 
those charges pointing to absolute guilt 
will be pressed. 

W. H. Reeves who will probably be the 
star witness for the Government, and who 
has been undergoing almost daily exami- 
nations by the Post Office Inspectors for 
a month, asserted to-day that the whole 
method of Neely’s alleged stealing had 
been revealed under promise of immunity. 


LARGE WIRE PLANT BURNED. 


Mills of the National Company at Fair- 
haven Destroyed — Local Fire 
"Fighters Powerless. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Feb. 3.—Fire from 
an unknown cause destroyed the large plant 
of the National Wire Company at Fair- 
haven.early this morning, entailing a prop- 
erty loss estimated at $325,000." The plant 
consisted of two one-story buildings, which 
covered about five acres of ground space, 
and all except the wire nail department 
was reduced to ruins through the lack of 
facilities for fighting the flames. e 

The fire was discovered in the engine 
room about 4:30 o’clock, and an alarm 
given, to which the Fairhaven’ Hose Com- 
pany responded, but found itself utterly 
unable to cope with the situation, so that a 
call was sent to New Haven for help. This 
the local department refused, except for 
the sending of one steamer and a hose cart, 
on the ground that the wire works, situated 
outside the city limits, were not entitled 
to protection from New Haven. 

Meanwhile the fire was making great 
headway. The buildings, built near to- 
gether, formed a double furnace, in which 
the flames burned at will, spreading from 
one department to another, until the whole 
plant was ablaze. The effort of the one 
steamer and the hose company from New 
Haven seemed but a mockery, and the 
workers turned their attention to the 
adjacent buildings to prevent the spread of 
the fire beyond the confines of the wire 
works, leaving the burning structures to 
their fate. The conflagration lasted until 
late into the day, and the spectacle, visible 
from all parts of this city, attracted crowds 
of people. 

The detaile@ loss has not as yet been de- 
termined, but Mr. Wales, the general man- 
ager of ths company, states that $325,000 is 
a conservative figure, and that a large 
insurance was carried. The plant was 
formerly the New Haven Wire Company, 
and employed about 506 hands, 


TWO MEN SHOT IN A SALOON.

Customer, Angered at Bartender’s Re- 
fusal to Serve Him, Drew Pistol 
and Fired Right and Left. 


Michael Nolan, forty-four years old, of 
380 West One Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
Street, entered the saloon of Philip Hein- 
rich, at One Hundred and Nineteenth 
Street and Eighth Avenue, at 3 o’clock 
yesterday morning, and demanded of the 
bartender a large glass of whisky. Nolan 


was already badly intoxicated and the bar- 
tender refused to serve him. Nolan left 
the saloon, vowing vengeance. He soon re- 
turned and again demanded the drink of 
whisky. At that time there were four men 
in the saloon besides the bartender. Again 
the latter refused to give it to him, where- 
upon Nolan drew a revolver and com- 
menced firing promiscuously. 

The bartender dropped hehind the bar 
and two of the men ran from the room, 
but two of the bystanders were not so 
fortunate, as they were both shot in_ the 
left side, receiving flesh wounds. They 
were Edward Thompson of 1,972 Seventh 
Avenue and John Damaras of 436 Man- 
hattan Avenue. As soon as Nolan had 
emptied his revolver the bartender ran 
from behind the bar and grappled with 
him. While the two men _ were fighting 
Policeman Lintmer of the West One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-fifth Street Station, who 
had heard the shots, ran in and disarmed 
Nolan. He telephoned for an ambulance 
from the J. Hood Wright Hospital, and Dr. 
Fox dressed the injured men’s wounds, and 
they went to their homes. Policeman Lint- 
mer then arrested the bartender for viola- 
tion of the liquor law. He was Edward 
Ahearn, twenty-six years old, of 209 West 
Thirty-fifth Street. 

Both Nolan and Ahearn were locked up 
in the West One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth Street Station and yesterday morning 
were arraigned in Harlem Police Court be- 
fore Magistrate Flammer. The injured 
men did not appear in court and the police- 
man made the complaints. Nolan was held 
in $1,000 bail for examination to-day and 
Ahearn was paroled for examination at the 
same time. 


KILLED ON THE TRACKS. 


A Man Struck by an Atlantic City Fast

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HEAVY SNOW IN THE WEST 


From Three to Fourteen Inches, 
with Strong Winds. 


RAILWAY TRAFFIC IMPEDED 


Street Car Lines Tied Up in Chicago 
and Other Places—Worst Storm 
of This Winter.

CHICAGO, Feb. 3.—Although Chicago had 
been warned of the coming of a heavy 
Snowstorm, the city was not prepared for 
the elemental fury that swept in this morn- 
ing from the northeast on the wings of a 
howling wind. The storm burst shortly ‘be- 
fore 10 o’clock in the morning, and be- 
fore two hours had passed, the city was 
crippled, the streets were filled high with 
drifting snow, and traffic was at a stand- 
still. The wind velocity as registered by 
the Weather Bureau was fifty-four miles 
an hour. 


The loss to the railroad lines and the 
street car companies by reason of the snow 
will be enormous. During the day the 
several suburban lines did everything pos- 
sible to keep the tracks open, but as dark- 
ness closed in the railroad men withdrew 
from the field, beaten by the storm. 

The trains on the railroads were late be- 
cause of the storm, and the mails in many 
cases were delayed. The few large boats 
that still ply the lakes remained safely in 
their docks. Of the traction lines in the city 
the only ones that were not put to great 
inconvenience were the elevated railroads, 
and the trains on their different divisions 
were late, 

The storm of to-day is as severe as any 
experienced in Chicago since 1884, which 
held the record for big storms, two of 
them occurring then. In neither, how- 
ever, was the snowfall so great as that of 
to-day, when the total snowfall was 11% 
inches, 

The car ferry Muskegon of the Pere Mar- 
quette line, which left Leadington, Mich., 
this morning for Milwaukee, had not 
reached port late to-night and is supposed to 
have lost her bearings in the storm. The 
electric railway between this city and Ra- 
cine was blockaded to traffic at 11:30 P. M. 
Janesville and Racine report the worst 
storm of the season. 

Reports from country towns to the south 


and west show that the blizzard is wide in 
extent. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 3.—The 
est snowstorm of the Winter visited this 
place last night and this morning. The 
storm was general over Missouri and Kan- 
sas, varying in depth from three to four- 
teen inches. A strong wind followed the 
fall of snow, and in places the snow drift- 
ed badly. No serious interference with 
railroad traffic has been reported except 
on the Central Branch of the Missouri Pa- 
cific. Passenger trains, as a rule, are run- 
ning on schedule time, and none is delayed 
more than one hour. There is some suffer- 
ing among unsheltered cattle in Western 
Kansas,‘ but’ the temperature’ is not’ low 
enough to cause any serious Josses. ~~

ATCHISON, Kan.,. Feb. 3:.—The worst 
snowstorm for several years prevailed in 
Northern Kansas and Southern Nebraska 
last night and to-day. Three hundred 
miles on the Central Branch of the Missou- 
ri Pacific, traversing Northern Kansas, are 
tied up, and not a train has come in off the 
road to-day. Passenger trains are snow- 
bound at Cawker City, Greenleaf, and Whit- 
ing, and several freights are stuck in the 
snow at different points. Snowplows are 
working west from Atchison and east from 
Downs. All trains into Atchison are de- 
laved. Atchison street car lines are tied 
up. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Feb. 3.—A blizzard 
from the northeast has been raging in this 
city all day, and still continues with un- 
abated force to-night. The snow is drifting 
badly and the less important street rail- 
ways may be abandoned any time. The 
steam railroads are hampered somewhat 
also, the trains from Chicago being. report- 
ed half an hour late. A special from Beloit 
says a foot of snow has fallen there to- 
day, and the blizzard continues to-night. 


OMAHA, Neb., Feb. 3.—The snow and 
wind storm which began Saturday night 
continued until noon to-day and was gene- 
eral throughout Nebraska and Western 
Iowa. Three inches of snow fell and a 
strong wind blew it into deep drifts, which 
somewhat impeded the movement of trains, 
but not to a, serious extent. Telegraph 
wiras were badly demoralized in some 
places. 


DES MOINES, Ta.. Feb. 3.—The 
storm that struck Des Moines about 7 
o'clock Saturday evening is general 
throughout the State, and is the worst of 
the Winter. A strong northwest wind has 
been blowing all day, and piling the snow 
in drifts. The temperature has been fall- 
ing steadily to-day, and will go to zero 
before morning. Railway traffic through 
the State has been delayed considerably, 
and ‘street car traffic was practically 
blocked.

GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., Feb. 8.—The 
worst blizzard of the Winter struck here 
about 1 o’clock this afternoon and _ in- 
creased in fury to-night, impeding street 
railway and railroad traffic to a consider- 
able extent. Snow is still falling and is 
drifting badly. Reports from various points 
in Central and Western Michigan show that 
the storm is quite general and of great se- 
verity. At Jackson fifteen inches of snow 
have fallen and freight traffic has been 
abandoned and passenger service is im- 
paired. At Benton Harbor the blizzard is 
the worst in many years,

hours struck New York City in full force 
shortly before 9 o’clock last evening.

=? and sidewalk sweepers went to 
work. 

At midnight nearly three-quarters of an 
inch of snow had fallen, and the downfall 
continued with no apparent intention of 
ceasing.

RAID ON KENTUCKY REFUGEES. 


Governor Will Send Militia and Artillery 
to Capture Men Charged 

with Crimes.

LEXINGTON, Ky., Feb. 3.—Gov. 
ham and his advisers have conceived 
idea of arresting and delivering into the 
hands of the various courts all the Gut- 
laws distributed throughout the mountains 
of the State—men indicted foy murder and 
other crimés who have not been arrested 
by the county officers. 

The raid is to be under the 
management of Col. Roger D. Williams, a 
man largely experienced in quelling feuds, 
who will act under orders from the Gov- 


ernor and Adjt. Gen. Murray, at Frank- 
fort. The First Battalion of State Militia, 
under Capts. Calhoun and Longmyer, with 
one section of the artillery and two or 
three field pieces, will proceed to the most 
convenient points in the mountain 
tricts, whence detachments will be sent to 
various points, 

Bell and Harlan Counties, the refuge of 
Berry, Howard, and John L. Powers, who 
are under indictments on a charge of par- 
ticipating in the assassination of William 
Goebel, will be invaded.

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ALDERMEN WANT PAY RAISED. 
Chicago City Fathers Ask to Haye Sal- 
ary Doubled—Say It Will Raise 
Morale of the Council.

CHICAGO, Feb. 3.—Higher pay for Alder- 
manic work is demanded by members of 
the City Council, and to obtain it will be 
the purpose of a bill to be presented to 
the General Assembly. With the measures 
for various municipal improvements and 
the betterment of the public service, the 
Aldermen will have a petition that their 
salary limit be raised from $1,500 a year 

to $3,000. 

There is too much work and too little 
pay, according t&@ the Aldermen, and it is 
aftirrned that the increase in wages would 
raise the standard of the Council. 

**Many a poor boy has gone wrong and 
has taken something from a corporation 
because he could not live on the salary the 
city pays,” said one Alderman. ‘“‘ Raise the 


wages and the morale of the Council will 
be brought up.” 

Mayor Harrison said he would support 
the proposition if it carried with it a de- 
crease in the number of Aldermen. 

Alderman Alling, who is sponsor for the 
request for increased wages, said that the 
demand upon an Alderman’s time was such 
that it was almost impossible for him to 
devote any energy to a private business. 

** Out of this $1,500 a year,’ he continued, 
‘“‘the Alderman has to pay various small 
expenses. A low-salaried Alderman is the 
more susceptible to the approaches of cor- 
porations.”’ 


KENTUCKY'S WHISKY OUTPUT. 


Not Likely to Exceed 20,000,000 Gallons 
This ‘Year—-Cooperage Concerns 
Behindhand.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Feb. 3.—Preparations 
have been made by which it is now poss!- 
ble to give an estimate on the output of 
bourbon whisky by Kentucky distillers 
this year. The Kentucky Distilleries and 
Warehouse Company, having raised suffi- 
cient capital, are now preparing to operate 
forty out of the fifty-five plants they own 
in this State. 

Yesterday representatives of the _com- 
pany authorized the statement that they 
would run these distilleries at their full 
capacity, but would not mash in excess of 
12,000,000 gallons. They have a capacity 
of 90,000,000 gallons, and as the whisky 
trade is now flourishing, It was at first 
feared there would be overproduction, but 
this now seems likely to be averted. The 
independent distilleries, through an officer 
of their organization, say that they will 
not mash over 8,000,000 gallons, which will 
make a total of only 20,000,000 gallons for 
the year.

ON THE STREET MAY DIE 


Sunday Morning Tragedy Startles 
Inhabitants of Arlington, N. J. 


VICTIM THE REV. JOHN KELLAR 


Attack by Vengeful Husband Said to be 
the Outcome of Wife’s Confession 
—The Accusation Denied. 


There was enacted in the little town of 
Arlington, near Newark, N. J., yesterday 
morning a tragedy of no common order. As 
a result the Rev. John Kellar, rector of the 
Trinity Episcopal Mission in that place and 
secretary to Bishop Starkey of Northern 
New Jersey, lies at his home, possibly dy- 
ing. Thomas G. Barker, who shot the min- 
ister four times, is a prisoner in the Town 
Hall of Kearny Township, of which: Ar- 
lington is a part. Though strict reticence 
is being observed by the friends of both 
men, it is certain that the motive of the 
crime was due to the fact that the assail- 
ant thought the minister guilty of destroy- 
ing the peace and good name of his home. 

Frightfully mangled, with one side of his 
face blown entirely away, 
blinded forever, his left one in danger, and 
his very life almost despaired of, Mr. Kel- 
lar lies helpless and constantly attended 
by three physj¢ians. Although conscious, 
he can see no one. The pistol ball, which 
entered his head, struck the right cheek-

bone, went upward through the upper part 
of the face, tore out the right eye, and fi- | 


nally lodged under the left eye, suffusing 
the latter with blood. Whether the brain 
was touched the doctors have been unable 
to determine positively. One of them said 
last night that the patient would live un- 
less complications should set in. Another 
said that he would not “ be willing to in- 
sure the man’s life for forty-eight hours.’’ 

It was shortly after 7:30 o'clock yesterday 
morning that Mr. Kellar started from Mrs. 
J. 8. Sands’s boarding house, at 160 Beach 
Street, Arlington, where he lives, to go to 
Fort Lee, where he was to meet Bishop 


Starkey and participate with him in an 
ordination service. In his hand he carried 
a small leather bag containing his clerical 
vestments. Walking to the corner of Beach 
Street and Midland Avenue, he was about 
to turn down toward the Erie Railroad 
Station when Barker, who had been se- 
creted behind a hedge of cedar trees and 
was armed with a revolver, jumped out, 
took his stand behind the minister, and 
fired four shots. Mr. Kellar fell. A crowd 
collected. Three physicians arrived soon 
and the wounded man was taken back to 
his home. 

Exactly how the shots were fired, whether 
or not it was the first or the last which 
took effect, and whether or not any words 
were spoken—all this is in doubt. People 
tell different stories. According to the po- 
lice blotter of Kearny Township, the first 
three shots missed their mark, one going 
through the front of the minister’s hat, the 
second penetrating the hat rim, the third 
blowing off three. fingers of the victim’s 
hand‘ as it ‘was raised in self-protection, 
and the last going into his head. The police 
also say that Mr. Kellar feil to the side- 
walk after the third shot and that the ball 
that entered his head was fired after he lay 
prostrate, 

Several witnesses saw the latter part of 
the affair. Among them was Mrs. Jennie 
Bulkley, wife of F. G. Bulkley of 145 Beach 
Street. Aroused from her work in the 
front room of her house by the first shot, 
she ran to the window. Turning about she 
shouted to her husband: 

“The preacher is being murdered across 
the street.’’ 


STARTED IN PURSUIT. 


Mr. Bulkley ran down stairs without his 
coat or hat. As he left his stoop, which is 
about twenty steps from the corner on 
which the shooting occurred, he saw Bar- 
ker walking leisurely up Midland Avenue, 
about to turn down Kearny Avenue. Bulk- 
ley jumped on a street car that happened 
to pass and rode on the platform till he 
came opposite to Barker. Then he jumped 
off and darted at the minister’s assailant 
as if to seize him. 

‘*You are following me,” 
ker, calmly, stopping short. 

‘* Yes,’’ was the reply. ‘‘ You have shot a 
man.’’ 

i ‘It is true, but you need not follow me. 
Iam going to give myself up to the police.’”’ 

“ Well, I'll go along with you.’’ 

*“ All right. I'm glad to have you. Come.”’ 

They walked in silence to the Town Hall, 
three-quarters of a mile away. There they 
found the janitor, John Terhune, at break- 
fast. 

**T have shot a man,” said Barker, “ and 
want to surrender myself.” 

** Good,”’ replies the janitor. ‘‘ But just 
wait till I finish eating. After that [ll 
attend to your case.”’ 

He completed his meal slowly, after 
which he escorted the two men down to 
the next corner, where they found Police- 
man Shepard. The latter, in turn, took 
them back to the Town Hall, where he 
searched Barker and found in his pocket 
a revolver with four of its chambers empty. 
Then he took the self-accused prisoner to 
the home of the minister, at whose bed- 
side this colloquy took place: 

**Do you know me?” asked Barker. 

‘“‘No, I cannot see anything.’”’ 

Shepard—*' Do you know who shot you?’”’ 

‘Tf did not see, him,” 

The prisoner was taken back to the Town 
Hall and locked up. Later in the morning 
he was visited by some of his friends and 
his wife. The friends were Dr. Marks, 
who is also Mrs. Barker’s physician; Will- 
iam J. Thompson, and J. Albert Stowe. 
The meeting with his wife was very emo- 
tional. To Mr. Thompson and Mr. Stowe 
he talked for a long time, and it was 
thought that he asked é6ne of them to 
et counsel for him. Recorder Krebs, be- 
ore whom the preliminary hearing is to 
be held at 9 o’clock this morning, called on 
the ee and advised him not to say 
anything for publication lest what he said 
might be used against him. 

When the Recorder was seen last night 
he declined to discuss the affair. 


J. ALBERT STOWE’S STATEMENT. 


J. Albert Stowe, asked for information 
concerning Barker's motive for the shoot- 
ing, said: 

‘* He is my friend. When I visited him in 
the cell he said that in committing the deed 
he was actuated by an uncontrollable im- 
pulse, that he felt as if he had to do it. I 
have known him for about four years. He.s 


the Secretary of the Good Roads Associa- 
tion of this place, of the committee that is 
trying to get the township made into a bor- 
ough, and of the Pilgrim Lodge of the In- 
dependent Order of Foresters. In the first 
two capacities I have been constantly asso- 
ciated with ,him,, being the Chairman of 
the respective organizations myself. 

‘& year and a half ago he lived in an 
isolated house in Argyle Place, a good dis- 
tance from Midland Avenue, and it was 
there that the incident took place that his 
wife is supposed to have confessed to last 
night, thus causing him to lie in wait ‘for 
Mr. Kellar. Understand me, I cannot say 
what Barker said to me when I called on 
him to-day. It was said in confidence. 
However, 1 believe that the motive that is 
generally assigned for his act is correct, 
and the story of the origin of that motive 
is to this effect: 

“When they lived in that isolated house 
in Argyle Place, e minister was a fre- 

uent visitor and_ often dined with them. 
on one occasion Barker had to go out of 
town. While he was away something” hap- 

ened. Since then Mrs. Barker has been in 
the worst of health. They gave up the 
isolated house and went to live with_the 
Misses Germond, at 89 Laurel Avenue. Mrs. 
‘Barker’s health grew worse. Last night 
she was even sicker than usual. According 
to the accepted theory, she made a confes- 
sion that resulted in the attack made by 
her husband against Mr. Kellar. 

Although he said that he would not repeat 
what the prisoner had said to him in the 
eell, Mr. Stowe declared that Barker had 
told him what were his reasons for shoot-

ing the minister. Mr. Stowe added that the 
incident that was supposed to have oc- 
curred in the Argyle Place house more than 
a year ago, consisted of an assault upon 
Mrs. Barker, who fainted after resisting 
desperately. 

Mr. Stowe said that the Vice President 
of the Commercial Cable Company, George 
G. Ward, in which company Barker is 
head of a department, had already en- 
gaged counsel for him. He did not know 
the name of the lawyer. The cable com- 
pany, he said, held the prisoner in the 
sreatest esteem, as did the people of the 
community of Arlington. There he was 
popular with everybody who knew him, 
being prominent in all public efforts for 
the good of the place and a prime favorite 
among the bicyclers and other lovers of 
uthletics roundabout. 

** He is the last man that one would have 
thought capable of doing a thing like this 
without good reason,"”’ said Mr. Stowe, in 
conclusion. 

About the minister Mr. Stowe knew lit- 
tle. He remembered that Mr. Kellar had 
come to the place many years ago, and 
had become the head of the Trinity Epis- 
copal Mission, where for a time he had 
prospered without misadventure. Later, 
however, some two or three years ago, 
there was a row among the members of 
the congregation, which is the only one of 
its denomination in Arlington, and as a re- 
sult the most influential and wealthiest 
members resigned. Since that time the 
bolting communicants have either gone te 
neighboring towns to church or have not 
gone to church at all. When asked if he 
had ever heard anything agatnst the char- 
acter of the minister, Mr. Stowe replied: 

“Not exactly. I cannot say that I have. 
I have not much curiosity, and the whis- 
perings that I hear go in at one ear and 
out of the other.”

acter was expressed by many other citi- | 


zens of the town, all of them refusing to 
say that they had heard anything com- 
promising about him, but each one men- 
tioning ‘‘ whisperings.” All agreed that they 
had never heard his name coupled with that 
of Mrs. Barker until yesterday morning. 
It was learned that the Barkers went to 
live in Arlington fifteen years ago. Both of 
them are English by extraction or birth. 
She became a stanch member of the Trin- 
ity Mission, being one of the leaders in 


every charitable work that was set on foot } 


The husband did not go to 
church, but he and the minister were good 
friends, and Barker taught the latter to 
ride the bicycle. There was no break in 
their friendship until a year and a half 
ago, when the supposed incident referred 
to above is reported to have taken place. 

About that time Mrs. Barker ceased to go 
to the mission. Her husband and Mr. Kel- 
lar were seen together less frequently, un- 
til at last they were no longer friends at 
all. Yet it would appear that Barker be- 
tore Saturday night had no plan to attack 
his former companion. For whatever rea- 
son he did do the shootin he did not 
know it was to be done until a few hours 
before he shot, if the statements of the 
many who know the two men are to be 
relied upon.

‘*T was the first practi¢ing physician to 
reach the wounded man. It is true that he 
was told of the stories of his alleged mis- 
conduct. I know this as a physician, and 
should not speak of it but for the fact that 
the matter has now become one of common 
knowledge. When Mr. Kellar was asked 
about the charges, he said: 

* They are not true. They are absurd. I 
neve See seen Mrg. Barker for a year and 
a halt.’ 

“For a second time he absolutely denied 
that he had done what he was accused of 
doing. ‘1 refer you to my past good rec- 
ord,’ he said. ‘From that you can know 
that I am not guilty. Mr. Barker had no 
reason to attack me. I am_ very much 
pained to tnink that he should think such 
things about me.’ ”’ 

Dr. Strasser said that he was awakened 
by the shots in the morning and that he 
answered a hurry call to the scene of the 
tragedy. It was his opinion, he said, that 
the first shot was the one to do the dam- 
age, but that the minister remained on his 
feet after his face was torn to pieces and 
threw up his hand instinctively to ward orf 
the rest of the bullets. 

“The shots were fired at 
range,’’ continued the doctor, “that the 
flame from the powder burned away the 
beard from the right side of Mr. Kellar’s 
face.”’ 

Dr. ‘Exton, another of the 
was hopeful for the patient’s recovery 
Wells P. Eagleton, ocular specialist 
Newark, was called in for consultation 

Recorder Krebs consented to say that he 
had visited the sick man in the morning 
and that the latter had told him that the 
accusations of Barker were groundless. It 
was impossible co see the prisoner or the 
minister, nor would Mrs. Barker receive 
callers. At her home all requests for in- 
formation were met with a positive refusal. 
It was likewise impossible to get a state- 
ment from Mr. and Mrs. Bulkley, or Mrs. 
Mary \Ella Lawrence, all of whom are on 
the police blotter as witnesses of the 
shooting. Everybody who would talk at 
all said that it was certain that there was 
no dispute between the two men before 
the shooting. 

The Rev. Mr. Kellar was born in Phila- 
delphia thirty-nine years ago. In 1886 he

much that he had to do. The minister is 
short in stature and wears a pointed beard. 
He dresses well and is popular with the few 
people that he knows well. The rest do 
not seem to regard him favorably. 


WHITE MEN MAY BE LYNCHED. 


Without Cause Murdered a Louisiana 
Negro and His Daughter.

NEW ORLEANS, La., Feb. 3.—Near Am- 
ite City, La., a negro, Arthur Nickerson, 
and his daughter Jennie were murdered in 
a brutal manner and several other mem- 
bers of the family beaten and otherwise 


maltreated by three white men, one of 
whom is now in jail. The murders were 
cold-blooded in the extreme, and as a re- 
sult the negroes in that section are terror- 
ized and are leaving in flocks.

MASS MEETING IN 
MEMORY OF THE QUEEN 


Great Audience Packs Carnegie 
Hall from Floor to Roof. 


EDWIN MARKHAM READS A POEM 


Eulogy of Victoria by Andrew Carnegie 
and Others—Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association’s Tribute. 


An audience that packed Carnegie Hall 
from the extreme limits at the rear of the 
stage to the furthest seat in the topmost 
balcony assembled yesterday afternoon, the 
occasion being the mass meeting “‘ in honor 
of a womanly Queen and a queenly wo- 
man.” It was an audience eminently char- 
acteristic of New York, in that it com- 
prised: the heterogeneous elements that go 
to make up its cosmopolitan population. 
While Americans predominated in large 
majority, many other nations were repre- 
sented. Even the street waif, who begged 
‘Please, Mister, take me in,”’ to repre- 
sentative business and professional men, 
was in evidence. 

The meeting was under the auspices of 
the West Side Branch of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association. Robert C., Ogden 
presided. After a prayer by the Rev. Don- 
ald Sage Mackay and a hymn by the New 
York Festival Chorus, led by Tali Esen 
Morgan, Mr. Ogden introduced the Rev. 
Dr. Theodore L. Cuyler of Brooklyn, who 
referred to the courtesies extended to the 
Young Men's Christian Association by 
Queen Victoria during its international 
jubilee. He said that it was the purpose 
to honor the memory of a womanly Queen 
and the most popular woman of modern 
times. Dr. Cuyler then introduced the fol- 
lowing resolution, which was adopted by 
a rising vote of all present: 

Resolved, That the Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation of America will hold in long and lov- 
ing remembrance the name of the world-honored 
and heaven-blessed sovereign of Great Britain 
for the interest which she always took in our 
Christian work and for the gracious and beau- 
tiful hospitalities which she extended at the 
time of our international jubilee. Our united 
prayer is, Deng live Queen Victoria in the hearts 
of all mankind, and may she be enthroned there 
throughout all coming generations! 

Mr. Ogden, in introducing Andrew Car- 
negie, said in part: 

“It would be a gross incongruity on 
my part to introduce to you a man whom 
you ail know so well. I simply desire to 
exchange with the audience the thought 
that we rejoice to have with us one who 
has manifested everywhere the spirit of 
broad pemiaeeny We are doubly grati- 
fied in having his assistance in learning the 
lesson of this occasion. 


MR. CARNEGIE’S ADDRESS. 


Mr. Carnegie said in part: 

**I consider myself highly privileged in 
being permitted to speak to you to-day of 
the great lcss which the world has sus- 
tained in the death of Queen Victoria. The 
passing away of no wonian has so touched 
the hearts of men of all lands, wherever 
civilized man exists. I am here to speak 
of the moral lesson of her life. Let me call 
attention to several leading traits. I name 
first, her large, liberal, and generous tolera- 
tion of all sects and forms of religious 
creed. In England the Episcopalian, in 
Scotland the Presbyterian, the Buddhist 
and Mchammeaan priest from India—all 
received consideration. She looked not for 
the small technical differences, but for 
those great fundamental rules that make 
life. [Appiause.] I hail her example as a 
harbinger the day to come when men 
will not differ as to creeds, but religion, 
the substance, prevail. No interest on this 


earth was greater than the Queen's in that 
direction 

““Her second marked characteristic -was 
this: She kept her Court pure. When she 
selected an intimate, either man or woman, 
it was creditable to her and highly cred- 
itable to the individual. There was no 
ecandal, no loose living tolerated. She stood 
inflexible for purity. Did her Majesty 
attend a concert, the divine art of music 
was not to be prostituted. Did she read a 
book, every man, woman, and child might 
read it, confident that it was good Did 
she go to the theatre, the play was worthy. 
The stamp of her approval upon all things 
made them current in the realms of good 
morals. What Queen Victoria said, what 
she dij, what she read; or what she stood 
for, was good and pure. 

“It was impossible for this Queen to dis- 

semble or equivocate. She had to speak the 
plain and simple truth. The basis of her 
power in the councils of Europe came from 
this—all men knew, when her Majesty 
spoke, she felt it to be true, right, and fafr 
The rule ot Herbert Spencer, * The highest 
truth that a man sees, that will he fearless- 
ly proclaim,’ was followed by Victoria. 
here was no such voice in the councils of 
Europe as that of the lamented Queen, 
whenever she felt so deeply as to expound 
her views. That was another of her char- 
acteristics. 
_“* Another, of equal importance, was her 
invariable kindness to every one—especially 
to her servants and those dependent on her. 
There was not a widow’s cottage on her 
Highland estate that she did not visit at 
least once a year. Not a case of distress 
that she did not relieve with intelligent 
ministration. She was perfectly regardless 
of rank. When her servant John Brown died 
she erected a tablet to his memory with 
the tribute ‘From his truest and most 
grateful friend, Victoria.’ If the mistresses 
of America imitated Queen Victoria there 
would be fewer complaints about servants. 
{Applause. ] 

* Victoria’s voice was always for peace. 
In every crisis that noble woman spoke for 
peace. In the time of our own crisis she 
changed the warlike message into one of 
pears. She always has shown that blood 
s thicker than water, and this sentiment 
is shared by her successor. Applause. | 
In the Venezuelan affair both he and the 
Duke of York united in a joint dispatch to 
the American people, regardless of diplo- 
matic usage, in which they expressed a 
hope for an amicable settlement. 

““ Queen Victoria’s was an exalted sphere. 
Ours is humble, perhaps, but every man 
can ut in operation in his sphere the 
gran virtues that distinguished Queen 
Victoria. She is not dead. In coming cent- 
uries pilgrims will approach her shrine un- 
covered, and as they ponder over her great 
example whatever is good, true, pure, and 
lovely will stand forth. That is what made 
her life noble and her death blessed,” 

After the “ Hallelujah’ chorus from 
“The Messiah” had been sung Edwin 
Markham said: 

‘“‘To me the thing that attracted most in 
Queen Victoria was her sympathy with the 
multitude. The spirit of service dignifies 
man, and she was touched by that mandate 
of the Master, ‘Let him who would be 
greatest among you be the servant of all.’ 

Mr. Markham then read the following 
poem written by him for the occasion:

The service\opened 
with the funeral march from ,Beethoven’s 
‘‘Eroica’”’ symphony, and closed with 
Chopin’s funeral march. The Rev. E. 
Walpole Warren, M. A., (Cantab.) D. D., 
preached the sermon, which»swas a eulogy 
of the dead Queen. 

A service in St. AmbroSe’s Church, at 
Prince and Thompson Streets, was attended 
by many members of the Britannia Society. 
The Rev. Dr. T. P. Hughes preached the 
sermon. He said, among other things, 
that the prominent place which was as- 
signed to the Emperor of Germany in the 
funeral pageant of Saturday, and the feel- 
ing which existed between England and 
this country, indicated that the three great 
powers were united, not only for the gen- 
eral welfare of the world, but also for the 
conversion of the world.

This has been ef- 
fected by the power of Christian courage.” 

A service under the auspices of the Ca- 
nadian Society of New York was held in 
St. Matthew’s Church, the edifice being 
filled to overflowing.

Since Roller’s disappearance notes 
amounting to several thousand dollars 
made by him, and most _of them bearing 
the name of Frank A. Wilkinson on the 
back, have been protested Orne National 
Newark Banking Company. Wilkinson died 
a week ago. It is known that he indorsed 
notes amounting to $1,300 for Roller, but 
his executors disclaim knowledge of the 
indorsement on the balance of the notes. 
They are investicating and question the 
indorsement.

Of, who was beaten, bound, gagged, and 
robbed by five men in her home at 892 Pros- 
pect Avenue on Saturday, Detectives Baker, 
Gerrity, Everett, and Foster last night ar- 
rested Herman Merz, twenty-six years old, 
of 743 St. Apn’s Avenue. 

Mrs. Of described the man as 5 feet 5 


inches tall, weighing about 135 pounds, with 
a red mustache, and wearing a black over- 
coat, black trousers, and having a peculiar 
shuffling gait. This fits Merz closely and 
he was arrested on suspicion near his home. 
Hf protested that he was not even in the 
nelg borhood of the Of residence on Satur- 
ay. 

Merz was taken to the house. He was 
greatly agitated. He was made to walk 
up and down the floor, so Mrs. Of could 
watch him, but she failed to identify him. 
Capt. Wiegand locked him up, however. 
Afterward Merz said he had deliveréd some 
pictures at the Of house about a year ago. 

Mrs. Of is in a precarious condition. She 
has a deep gash over the left ear, a cut 
above the eye, her eyes are blackened, and 
her lips bruised and cut. Mr. Of yesterday 
wept as he told of the assault and of the 
indignities heaped upon his wife. She is 
fifty-six years old and of slight stature, 
weighing but 110 pounds. 


LABOR UNION INDIGNANT. 


Resolution to Localize Questionable Re- 
, sorts Is Voted Down. 


The Central Federated Union yesterday 
voted down a resolution for the localization 
and regulation of the social evil in New 
York. The resolution, which was proposed 
by Daniel S. Jacobs of Cigarmakers’ Union 
No. 13, was as follows: 

Resolved, That the Central Federated Union 
instruct its members “on the Anti-Vice Commit- 
tee of Fifteen to urge the municipal authorities 
to adopt the plan now in operation in Paris, 


namely, the relegating of all disorderly houses 
to a‘certain district or districts and licensing 


them. 

Cries of ** Preposterous! ”’ ** Outra- 
geous!"” and “ Ridiculous!’’ arose on all 
sides. Jacobs said that such a policy would 
prevent vicious people from getting into the 
residential districts. In many European 
cities he said the social evil was licensed. 

“We don’t want our city modeled on 
Paris,’ said Delegate Brown of Cigarmak- 
ers’ Union No. 144. ‘‘ We ought to be able 
to make our own laws.” 

‘TJ have no patience with such @ con- 
temptible attempt to libel a great city like 
Paris as this appears to be,”’ gaid Delegate 
Ryan of the Photo-Engravers. ‘‘I have 
been in Paris for some time. Vice is con- 
trolled there perhaps better than it is here, 
but it is not segregated. I am ih favor of 
the. committee going after the ‘ilght- 
houses’ and sending them to prison, but 
the proper place for this resolution is the 
waste basket.”’ 

‘Kill the resolution,’’ 
with a loud voice. 

Other delegates spoke against the resolu- 
tion, which was tabled by a unanimous

KERR .HEARS OF 
FATHER’S DEATH. 


Bosschieter Convict Paces His Cell 
Weeping, and Refuses to Eat.

TRENTON, N. J., Feb. 3.—George Kerr, 
who is serving fifteen years in State Pri- 
son for the murder of Jennie Bosschieter 
at Paterson, was informed this morning by 
Head Keeper More that his father was 
dead. Kerr staggered to his bunk, threw 


himself upon it, and wept bitterly. 

The news was conveyed to the prisoner 
shortly after breakfast, as he was prepar- 
ing for divine service. He was excused 
from attending and paced his cell all day, 
weeping. He ate neither dinner nor sup- 
per, and to-night was attended by the 
prison physician, who found him suffering 
from nervousness. 

McAlister, Death, and Campbell, whose 
cells are on the same tier as Kerr’s, were 
told of the death of old Mr. Kerr by one of 
the deputy keepers. All requested the 
keeper to express their sympathy to their 
bereaved companion.

Priori to be Put to Death at Sing Sing 
Day After To-morrow. 


SING SING, N. Y., Feb. 8.— Warden 
Johnson to-day sent out invitations to those 
whose presence is desired at the execution 
of Lorenzo Priori, convicted of murdering 
Vincenzo Garagusi, in New York, on Dec. 
11, 1898. Among those invited are a number 


of physicians. The execution will take 
lace in the death chamber in the State 
rison here at 6 o’clock on Wednesday 
morning next. 

The murder was the result of a quarrel 
over a game of cards. Priori followed 
Garagusi from the drug store where the 
game was played to the stoop of his vic- 
tim’s house, and there shot him as he was 
entering the door.

Priori was to have been put to death three 
weeks ago, but a reprieve was granted by 
Gov. Odell.

BODIES IN FIRE RUIN 


One Is That of Wicke & Co.’s Ship- 
ping Clerk, John Donohue. 


Portions of Another Identified by Shield 
and Revolver as Being that of 
Policeman Mullen. 


One body and fragments of another were 
found last night in the ruins of Wicke & 
Co.’s cigar-box factory at First Avenue 
and Thirty-first Street, which was de- 
stroyed by explosions and fire on Thursday. 

‘The, body was that of John Donohue, the 
shipping clerk employed in the factory. It 
was dug out of a great heap of débris and 
was badly charred. Relatives identified it 
from. articles that were lying underneath 
it, having fallen from the burned clothing, 
little of which remained. Donohue was 
twenty-seven years old and lived at 185 


Bedford Street, Brooklyn. 

Portions of another body, consisting of a 
thigh bone and a piece of charred flesh 
were found with a policeman’s shield num- 
bered 2,945, three brass buttons, and a gold 
crown tooth filling. The shield_ belonged 
to the missing Patrolman John Mullen of 
the East Fifty-first Street Station. Later 
the workman came upon the trunk of a 
body which is also supposed to be that of 
Mullen from the fact that beneath it was a 
policeman’s revolver bearing the same num- 
ber as the shield. 

Donahue’s body was taken to his home. 
The remains of the policeman were taken 
to the Morgue. 

Policeman Fitzpatrick of the East Fifty- 
first Street Station is still missing. 

All day yesterday a large crowd sur- 
rounded the ruins, and in the, afternoon the 
crush became so great that it was neces- 
sary to call out reserves from the Exust 
Thirty-fifth Street Station to keep order. 

During the afternoon the searchers in 
the ruins came across a large bunch of 
keys. They were taken to the East Thirty- 
fifth Street Station and later identified by 
Andrew Popp of 702 East Thirteenth Street, 
as_ those of his brother-in-law, August 
Schwandermann, a foreman in the Wicke 
factory. Schwandermann has been missing 
since the fire, and’ the police are now sat- 
isfied that he perished in the flames. A 
heavy iron box, supposed to be from the 
office of Wicke & Co., was also found and 
taken to the station house. 

About $225 out of $555 collected at the 
morning service at the Madison Square 
Presbyterian Church yesterday will be 
turned over to the Adams Memorial 
Church at 211 East Thirtieth Street, which 
is assisting ten-of the families rendered 
homeless by the fire. 


CITY BLAMED FOR THE DISASTER. 


Central Labor Union Censures Fire, 
Police, and Building Departments. 


The Central Labor Union passed strong 
resolutions yesterday, in which it charged 
that the fire in the factory of the William 
Wicke Company was largely due to negli- 
gence on the part of the Building, Fire, and 
Police Departments. The preamble says, 
among other things, that the first explo- 
sion, at 2 P, M., did not result in fire, and 
that the. main factory was then uninjured, 
and goes, on: 

The city authorities, represented by Capt. 
Stack of the Fire Department, with engine and 
crew, the reserves of the Police Department 
and Superintendent Dooner of the Department of 
Buildings in charge of a gang of men under 
Contractor Cody, were in full and absolute con- 
trol of the building. They exercised this control 
for five hours,’ from 2 to 7 P. M., when the 
fire ‘took place.’ The city authorities, being in 
absolute control of the building, were grossly 
negligent in their duties or the fire would not 
have occurred, 

-Thé resolutions recommended that the 
fire underwriters refuse to pay the loss 
oceasioned by the fire, but hold the City 
of New York liable for the money loss of 
the .property insured. 

In speaking to the resolutions Delegate 
<opp said that 1,400 persons were idle 
owing to the fire. He held that the duty 
-of the authorities during the five hours 
between the explosion and the fire was 
to see that there was no danger from fire 
in the building. 


WOMAN BURNED TO DEATH. 


Biaze from Her Dress Also Sets Fire to 


the. House. 
Mrs. John Bannon, sixty years old, was 
burned to death yesterday at her home, 27: 


72 
St. Mark’s Avenue, Brooklyn. Her cloth- 


ing caught fire at the kitchen range while 
she was cooking dinner. Finding her dress 
ablaze, she rushed into an adjoining room. 
Members of the family put out the blaze. 

An ambulance surgeon was summoned 
from the Seney Hospital. Mrs. Bannon 
died, however, before the surgeon reached 
the house, 

The fire damaged the house to the extent 
of about $200. 


TENANTS RESCUE A POLICEMAN. 


Was Overcome by Smoke While Turning 
Them Out of Burning House. 
Patrolman David J. Goss of the Fifth 
Street’ Police Station was overcome by 
smoke .during a small fire, which started 


in the cellar of the five-story tenement 
house, at 339 East Ninth Street, at 10 


o’clock yesterday morning. 

Goss ran into the building as soon as he 
had turned in an alarm and ascended to 
the top floor calling to the tenants to get 
out. the halls were full of dense smoke, 
and Goss fell unconscious when he reached 
the second floor on his way to the street. 
Some of the tenants who had followed him 
picked him up and carried him out. 

Goss is a veteran of the Spanish war. 
Lately he received honorabjle mention ,for 
the rescue of Capt. John Ansbro of the 
tug Henry A. Peck, on Nov. 12 of last year 
at the foot of East Thirty-second Street. 


$2,000 Worth of Haberdashery Burhed. 

Two thousand dollars’ worth of haber- 
dashery was burned up last night in the 
store of Hoeher & Zucker at 1,480 and 1,432 
Third Avenue. The fire was discovered by 


Policeman Fay of the East Sixty-seventh 
Street Station, who was going home on a 
Third Avenue car. He sent in an alarm. 
The firemen quickly extinguished the blaze. 


SHOT BY UNKNOWN ASSASSIN. 


Farmer Goes to His Barn Near Mid- 
night and Receives Fatal Wound. 

BLOOMSBURG, Penn., Feb. 3.—At 1 
o’clock this morning Thomas McHenry, a 
well-to-do lumber merchant and farmer, re- 
siding near Rohrsburg, Columbia County, 
was shot by an unknown assassin, and 
death ensued six hours later. Mr. McHen- 
ry was aroused from his sleep by a noise 
in his barn, and he arose and went to the 
barn to. investigate. As he neared the place 
a shot rece out and McHenry fell. The 
bullet struck him just above the heart, and 
passed out of his back. Mrs. McHenry at 
once summoned aid, and the victim was 
taken into his home. He was conscious 
for an hour and then lapsed into an un- 
conscious state, in which condition he re- 
mained until his death, at 7 o'clock. 

It is the general belief that it was a case 
of cold-bleoded murder, although every 
precaution had been taken to make it ap- 
pear as a case of frustrated robbery. Sev- 
eral sacks of flour had been taken from 
the barn and peonts outside so that it 
would appear that they were left behind 
because of the hurried departure after the 
shooting. The assassin was tracked for 
some distance, and it was evident that he 
had no conveyance, and therefore céuld not 
have taken away the sacks of flour with 
which he sought to cover up the murder. 

No arrests have been made by the author- 
ities, nor is any clue announced... It is hint- 
ed that sensational developments may fol- 
low. Mr. McHenry was thirty-five years 
of age, and leaves a, wife and six children.

Resconsci says he sat still in a fever till 
the man left with a hundred dollars’ worth 
of his goods and then he went to the police 
station as fast as he could. 

Mr. Resconsci is a small man, and rather 
timid. He went out with his bicycle early 
Jast night, and returning about 9 o’clock 
discovered the door open. He then re- 
membered that he had omitted locking it 
when he went out. There was a light burn- 
ing low in the rear of the store, and 
Resconsci went back to leave his wheel 
there. ile was confronted by the tall man, 
who told him to make no sound. 

‘““The man said I must be still,’’ he de- 
clared. “ ‘If you don’t,’ he said, ‘I'll beat 
You to death. I'll burn you.’”’ 

The leather goods dealer wasuyery much 
frightened and said that he stood as Still 
as he could, and the man went on packing 
up fine alligator-skin pocketbooks and 
other leather goods, and then tied them all 
up in one package. - ¥ 

*“** Good evening,’ he said to me, and 
he walked out,” said Resconsci to the police 
in telling about it. *‘ I didn’t say good even- 
ing. It was terrible.” 

Resconsci sat for a time till he thought 
the burglar far enough off, and then hast- 
ened to the police station and told his story.

MAKE APPEAL TO CONGRESS. 


Porto Ricans Want Hollander Revenue 
Law Nullified—Say It Is Against 
Their Interests. 


SAN JUAN DE PORTO RICO, Feb. 3.— 
The mass meeting of representative plant- 
ers, merchants, and taxpayers held in this 
city last evening to protest against the 
Hollander Revenue bill adopted a resolution 
to take every means to nullify the measure 
by inducing the United States Congress to 
disapprove it. A committee of fifteen was 
appointed to select Commissioners to go to 
Washington in reference to the matter. 

Dispatches from various parts of the 
fsland report that similar meetings were 
held in a dozen or more of the principal 
towns. Everywhere the principal objections 
seem to have been that the Hollander law 
is unfavorable to the commercial interests 
of the island. 

Sefior Saldana, Chairman of the com- 
mittee to select Commissioners, to-day is- 
sued the following signed statement con- 
cerning the object and results of last 
night's meeting in San Juan: 

“The people of Porto Rico, represented 
by 2,000 delegates in mass meeting assem- 
bled, yesterday virtually constituting the 
entire wealth of the island, have cabled to 
Ezesidéat McKinley and the Senate and 

ouse of Representatives of the United 

tates an earnest protest against the Hol- 
ander revenue act, and a demand for its 
nnulment under Section 31 of the Foraker 


w. 

“The Hollander Revenue act was rushed 
through the Legislature of Porto Rico dur- 
ing the last moments of the session, and 
‘was instantly approved by the Governor. 

he people were not consulted and insular 
conditions were not studied prior to its in- 
troduction. The very greatest injustice lies 
in the imposition of an arbitrary tax when 
neither the amount of expenses to be de- 
frayed nor the amount of assets to be rea!- 
ized has been determined. The Legislat- 
ure was forced to pass the measure by its 
Buperiors, and the people and press of Porto 
Rico are requested to oppose it unanimous- 
ly and to fight it in Washington. 

“This committee, appointed by the mass 
meeting, gives out this statement in order 
that the people of the United States may 
learn that there is such a thing as public 
opinion in Porto Rico.” 


THIS WEEK IN CONGRESS. 


Subsidy Bill Will Take First Half in the 
Senate—House to Consider Ap- 
propriation Measures. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—The Senate will 
continue its discussion of the Ship Subsidy 
bill during the first half of the present 
week, with probable interruptions during 
the morning hour of each day. There will 
probably be a movement to secure night 
sessions on the part of the friends of the 
Shipping bill Monday or Tuesday, and other 
strenuous efforts will be made to secure 

@ vote upon the bill. 

If it shouid appear probable that the end 
of the discussion is still not in sight, Sen- 
ator Allison (Rep., Ia.,) on Wednesday will 
ask the Senate to take up the bill making 
appropriations for the District of Columbia 
for the next fiscal year. This Appropria- 
tion bil) will be debated for several days, 
and when its consideration is concluded 
there will be other appropriation bills re- 
quiring attention. 

The earlier part of the day Monday will 
be given to the ceremonies in honor of the 
memory of Chief Justice Marshall, and 
Senator Bacon (Dem., Ga.,) has given no- 
tice that he will ask the attention of the 
Senate to some remarks of his upon the 
resolution introduced by himseif declaring 
the right of the Senate to demand and re- 
ceive all papers on file in the executive de- 
partments. He will speak at length upon 
that question, and if he should conclude 
during the day, he will be followed by one 
of several extended speeches on the Sub- 
sidy bill which are still held in reserve. 

Senator Turner (Fusion, Washington,) is 
counted upon for another speech, and in 
case of a night session Monday night, prob- 
ably would undertake to speak the session 
out, It is expected that Senator Caffery 
(Dem., La.,) will talk Tuesday. The Dem- 
ocrats do not hesitate to say that in case 
night sessions are ordered they will de- 
mand that a quorum shall be maintained. 

On Saturday eulogies will be delivered in 
honor of the late Representative Harmer 
of Pennsylvania. 

The House will continue the consideration 
of appropriation bills this week. The Post 
Office Appropriation bill is not yet com- 
pleted. It will be followed by the Con- 
sular and Diplomatic andthe Sundry Civil 
bills, which last will be reported to the 
House to-morrow. The bills to promote the 
efficiency of the revenue cutter service and 
to establish a National standardizing bu- 
reau and conference reports, will consume 
whatever time remains. 
~ To-morrow the services’ in connection 
with the celebration of the centennial an- 
niversary of John Marshall's appointment 
as Chief Justice of the United States will 
be held in the House of Representatives 
from 10 to 1 o’clock. 


REWARDS FOR NAVAL OFFICERS 


Secretary Long Writes Another Letter 
Urging Action by Congress on 
Services at Santiago. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Secretary Long 
has addressed the following letter to Sena- 
tor Morgan: 

“*T have your letter with regard to Lieut. 
Hobson, Capt. Clark, and others, and to 
the failure of the Government to recognize 
their services. I need not say to you that 
mo one feels this more keenly than my- 


’ self, or has done more to endeavor to se- 


cure justice for the men who conducted 
and consummated the Santiago naval cam- 
paign. Will you let me say that the ‘ de- 
lay’ is not with the executive branch of 
the Government so much as with Congress, 
I do not say this to in any way -shift 
the responsibility, but in the hope that 


secured in this respect. With the interest 
which you and other members of the leg- 
islative branch feel in the case I do not 
despair. 

“It is more than two years now since 
the President sent in nominations for pro- 
motion, and these nominations have never 
been acted upon by the Senate. At each 
session of Congress I have prepared and 
submitted bills, asking for rewards for 


these officers; no action has been taken 
upon them. In each of'my annual reports 
I have urged the matter with all the force 
possible, but it attracts no attention. 

“The President has asked for the crea- 
tion of the grade of Vice Admiral, which 
would perhaps lead to a solution of the 
matter, 

“IT feel keenly the lack of any recognition 
to Hobson, whose feat is famous the world 
over. I have repeatedly talked about him 
with the President, who, as you know, 
feels the most cordial interest in behalf 
of all these men. He cannot separate Hob- 
son’s case from the rest, nor can I advise 
him to do so. It would be an unjust dis- 
crimination against Capt. Clark, to whom 
you refer and who is two numbers worse 
off now than if there had been no war; 
it would be an injustice to the Commander 
in Chief, who planned and consummated 
the whole campaign, and who had a great- 
er responsibility upon him for a longer 
time than any officer on the Atlantic; it 
would discriminate against the enlisted 
men, who have yet had neither thanks nor 
medal nor any recognition, and are hu- 
miliated on the deck of every warship on 
which their shipmates who served in the 
Asiatic Squadron display their medals, and 
the Santiago men have none. I feel al- 
most like invoking the help of yourself 
and every other Senator and Representa- 
Gre to what seems to be the simplest jus- 
tice. 

‘“Not content with what has hitherto 
been done, it was only a few days ago 
that I wrote a letter to Senator Hale, 
Chairman of the Naval Committee of the 
Senate, a copy of which I inclose, asking 
him if he would not as a last resort have the 
Naval Committee or a subcommittee of it 
take up the matter, and consider the re- 
port upon the deserts of these officers. 

‘* Yesterday I wrote another letter to the 
President, a copy of which I inclose, recit- 
ing recomtnendations which I made to him 
in my annual report of 1899, and asking 
that he make the same recommendation to 
Congress in the case of the Santiago 
Squadron which was made in the case of 
the Asiatic Squadron, viz.; That the thanks 
of Congress be tendered t@ the Commander 
in Chief, and be extended through him to 
the officers and men. 

“T think you will cordially acknowledge 
that the President by his speedy nomina- 
tions for promotion has been prompt, and 
that this department has left no stone un- 
turned to do justice in this matter, and 
that it is now for Congress, of which you 
are so distinguished a member, to act.”’ 


SPANISH LAWS IN ENGLISH. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—The Division of 
Insular Affairs of the War Department has 
just published a translation of the law of 
civil procedure in force in Cuba and Porto 
Rico, with extensive annotations and ex- 
planatory notes, as well as the amendments 


made thereto since the American occupa- 
tion. This is the first work of this char- 
acter which has ever been attempted, and 
was translated under the direction of Col 
Edwards, the Chief of the division, by the 
official translators of the same, Frank L. 
Joannini and M. E. Beal, 

Such definitions have been inserted in the 
..ork as have seemed to the translators to 
be of use to the lawyers of the United 
States in practicing before the courts of the 
islands. The civil law terms have been ad- 
hered to, but all doubtful phrases and words 
have been carefully explained. 


Mr. Cramp on the Subsidy. 
LONDON, Feb. 4.—The Daily Mail this 
morning publishes a column article by 
Cc. H. Cramp of Philadelphia in favor of 


the Ship Subsidy bill. While he does not 
believe the bill a perfect measure, he says 
it will give the United States a chance to 
secure an honest share of the ocean carry- 
ing trade, 


MINISTER DIES SUDDENLY. 


The Rev. Francis H. Marling Taken III 
in the Street at Portchester. 


Dr. Francis H. Marling, who had been 
well known as a Presbyterian minister in 
Canada and in this city for many years, 
died suddenly yesterday from heart disease 
at Port Chester, N. Y. 

He was a resident of this city, and went 
to Port»Chester some days ago to preach 
a sermon on the death of the Queen in the 
First Presbyterian Church there. He was 
the guest of Dr. Irving White, pastor of 
the church; and started with him, yester- 
day morning, to walk from his residence 
to the church. On the way Dr. Marling 
suddenly fell to the street. He expired a 
few minutes later. 

He was born in Stroud, Gloucestershire,.~ 
England, and in 1840 went to Toronto, Can- 
ada, with his parents. He was educated at 


McGill University and the University of 
Toronto, after studying theology at the 
Congregational College of Toronto. 

After preaching in Montreal and Toronto 
he came to this city in 1875 and became 
pastor of the Fourteenth Street Presbyte- 
rian Church. He was the successor in that 
charge of the Rev. Dr. Asa D. Smith, who 
left it to become the President of Dart- 
mouth College. Dr. Marling resigned from 
this charge in 1877, and since then had very 
frequently relieved fellow-ministers by oc- 
cupying their pulpits occasionally. 

He was for some tinré Secretary of the 
Quill Club, and was also a member of Chi 
Alpha. e 

He leaves a daughter, Mrs. Henry BE. 
Crampton, wife of the late Dr. Crampton 
of this city, and three sons, Frank H. 
Marling, Alfred E. Marling, the real estate 
dealer, and Charles E. Marling. 

His body was brought to this city yester- 
day evening. 


CATHOLIC CHURCH CATECHISM 


Circular Written by Pastor of an Episco- 
pal Church Causes Much Com- 


ment at Hackensack. 

HACKENSACK, N. J., Feb. 3.—A circu- 
lar bearing the name of the Rev. J. M. 
Rich, pastor of the Episcopal Church of St. 
John the Divine, at Hasbrouck Heights, 
has caused a great deal of comment among 
the congregations of his own and other 
churches. The circular is headed: * Cath- 
olic Church Catechisms,”’ and consists of a 
series of questions and answers. Among 
them are the following: 


What else are dissenters called? 

Dissenters are called sectarians, denomina- 
tionalists, non-conformists, heretics, schismatics, 
or, untruthfully, ‘* churches,’’ 

Why is there no salvation for an 
Catholic who perverts to the dissenters? 

There is no salvation for &n American Cath- 
olic who perverts to the dissenters, because 
God founded the Holy Catholic Church with its 
unbroken apostolic succession of Bishops, priests, 
and Deacons, as the one ark of salvation; 
whereas dissenters, with their man-made sects 
and endless denominational contradictions and 
sinful divisions, are the work of the devil, and 
he cannot save us. 


Are not Methodist ministers merely unor- 
dained laymen who have no authority from God 
to administér sacraments? 

A man must either be a layman or else a Bish- 
op, priest, or deacon of God’s one Holy Catholic 
and Apostolic Church. A Bishop, priest, or 
deacon can only be made by a Bishop in the un- 
broken Apostolic succession from Christ and 
the original twelve A tles. John and Charles 
Wesley were only priests and so did not and 
could not ordain any one. All Methodist preach- 
ers are unordained laymen, falsely assuming the 
title of ‘* Reverend,’’ their so-called Bishops 
being only superintendents with no power to 
ordain anyone else. 

What should a dissenter, 
churchman do? 

He should go without a single hour's delay 
to the nearest. Anglo-Catholic priest, put +/im- 
self absolutely under his direction, and be recon- 
eiled to the Church at once. 

Can one ba saved as a dissenter or Romanist? 

We must be Catholics to be in the one ark of 
salvation. . 

The circular also says that the Secretaries 
of the W. M. C. A. and W. C. T. U. save 
souls, but that does not prove, by God's 
blessing, that they are clergymen or cler- 
gy women. 

George H. Cumming, President of the 
Board of, Trustees of the secret Church 
of St. John the Divine, says the .circuiar 
was not issued by the authority of the 
Church officials. _‘‘ It is signed,’’ he said, 
“by the ‘Rev. J. M. Rich, New York.’ 
There is no occasion for issuing the paper, 
because it has only tended to stir up strife 
among the other churches against us. 
Other local pastors do not appreciate the 
contents of the ¢ircular, and feel injured.”’

SCHOOL TEACHERS AROUSED 


Issue a Pamphlet Vigorously De- 
fending the Davis Law. 


Oppose Plan to Leave Amount of 
School Appropriation to Discretion 


of the Board of Estimate. 


As a protest against that portion of the 
report of the Charter Revision Commission 
which recommends that the power of de- 
ciding what money shall be spent. for 
school purposes in the city be left with the 
Board of Estimate, the Presidents of the 
Teachers’ Associations of the various bor- 
oughs have issued a joint pamphlet vigor- 
ously defending the Davis law, and review- 
ing in detail the circumstances which led 
to the passage of that and other measures 
for the adjustment of teachers’ salaries. 
The Davis law, signed by Gov. Roosevelt 
May 8 last, gave the Board of Education 
power to pay higher wages, and made it 
certain that the money could always be 
had by providing a general fund for sal- 
aries of teachers and Supervisors, and re- 
quiring the Controller to turn over money 
from time to time. It provided also for 
uniform salaries throughout the city, to be 
regulated by merit, length of service, ex- 
perience, and class grade. 

Teachers agree that it is the fairest and 
best law they have ever worked under, 
and are circulating petitions to have it 
maintained. 

Among the neasons advanced in the pam- 
phlet why the law should stand are that 
good teachers cannot be had for less com- 
pensation than other workers, and the 
statement is made that while in the past 
conflicts about adequate pay for teaching 
have been between the School Boards and 
the Board of Estimate, members of the 
former bodies have gone personally into the 
schools, and have seen for themselves the 
work that the teachers are doing, and have 
therefore been advocates of higher pay, the 
3oard of Estimate does not go into the 
schools, but has given them only what 
is left after having made and satisfied 
many other demands. 

Dr. William L. Ettinger, President of 
the Teachers’ Association of Manhattan 
and the Bronx, presents salary schedules 
in force prior to July 14, 1897. At that 
time it was necessary for a teacher to 
have received sixteen promotions before 
attaining a salary of $720 a year, and pro- 
motions came so slowly that in many cases 
it took women twenty years of labor 


to obtain even this remuneration, The 
Board of Education then adopted a law 
to the effect that no teacher after fourteen 
years of service should receive less than 
750~in other words, should receive fully 
as much as a street sweeper, 
Then came the Ahearn law, 
remedial measure, which two years 
fixed minimum salaries for stated periods 
of service, and this was followed by the 
trouble with Controller Coler, who ques- 
tioned the legality of the schedules under 
this law, and held up the teachers’ pay 
rolls pending a decision from the courts. 
The Davis law fixes the lowest regular 
salary to be paid to a woman teacher at 
$600 and the highest, after fifteen years, at 
$1,500. 

In Brooklyn, where conditions were even 
worse than here, according to W. D. Clark, 
the President of the Teachers’ Associa- 
tion of that borough, not one person con- 
nected with the educational work favors 
the repeal of the law along the lines laid 
down by the Charter Reform Commission, 
and more than 60,000 residents of the bor- 
ough over their signatures have asked that 
it be allowed to remain. 

In Queens Borough, the situation used to 
be even harder than elsewhere, and in or- 
der to save the schools in the Fall of 1899 
the School Board passed a resolution re- 
uesting the boards of Manhattan and the 
Bron and Brooklyn not to engage teach- 
ers from Queens who might apply to them 
for positions. 

The advantages of the Davis law are thus 
set down in the pamom et by President 
Matthew D. Quinn of the Queens Associa- 
tion: 

His Honor, Mayor Van Wyck, knowing the 
distress among the teachers and the injustice 
of the low salaries they were receiving, recog- 
niged the failure of the local authorities to deal 
with the situation when he signed the Ahearn 
bill after it had been passed by the Legislature 
of the State. 

Since the enactment of the Davis law we have 
not been involved in litigation to enforce the 
payment of our salaries, as formerly. 

We are not obliged to pay any part of 
salaries to defray the expense of lawsuits. 
We have not been obliged to appeal to 
Legislature to provide by special act for 
payment of contract salaries due us, 

For the first time since consolidation we 
receiving our salaries regularly and in full, 
We are no longer in suspense as to the result 
of pending legislation or lawsuits affecting our 
interests.

EFFECTS OF THE BEDELL BILL. 


Plan to Give State Railroad Commis- 
sion Jurisdiction Over Gas and , 
Electric Companies. 
ALBANY, Feb. 3.—Legislators are just 
beginning to comprehend the far-reaching 
significance of the bill introduced by As- 
semblyman Bedell of Orange County last 
week, placing all the gas, electric light, 
heating, and power companies of the State 
under .the control of the State Ratlroad 
Commission. Should this bill become a 
law, it will increase the authority of the 
State Railroad Board nearly 100 per cent, 
It will indirectly make the board the arbiter 
of the price of gas and electric Nght in 
the various cities Of the State. It will 
practically compel new electric light, heat, 
and power companies to obtain the consent 
of the commission before they can com- 
mence business. It will prevent the same 
class of companies discontinuing a’part of 
their service, if they deem it no longer 
profitable, should the commission decide 
that such service must continue. 
Assemblyman Bedeil’s bill amends the 
State railroad law by adding to the powers 


of the State Railroad Commissioners a 
general supervision of “* corporations 
formed for supplying gas, or for electric 
lighting, heating, or power purposes.” 
Such companies are to be treated the same 
as the present law directs the commission 
to treat railroads—that is, the commission 

Shall examine the same and keep informed as 
to their condition, and the manner in which 
they are operated for the security and accom- 
modation of the public and their compliance 
with the provisions of their charter and of law. 
The Commissioners or either of them may enter 
and remain during business hours in the offices 
and plants of all corporations, subject to its 
jurisdiction, and examine books and, affairs 
of any such corporation and compel the produc- 
tion of books and papers. 

By far the greatest increase of pe er to 
the commission by the bill is the inclusion 
in the present railroad law of the illuminat- 
ing companies, with reference to «the 
board’s recommendations concerning the 
latter. Section 161, which is amended to 
so include illuminating companies, says: 

If in the judgment of the board, after a care- 
ful personal examination of the same, it shall 
appear that any corporation formed for supply- 
ing gas or electric lighting, heating, or power 
should furnish additional facilities for the con- 
venience or accommodation of its patrons, or 
should reduce its charges for gas or for electric 
light, heat, or power, or should otherwisé modify 
the methods of conducting its business, the board 
shall give notice and information to the corpora- 
tion of the improvements and changes which 
they deem to be proper. 

Under the proposed. Bedell law the com- 
mission can grant hearings upon applica- 
tion for the reseena of the price, of gas 
and electric light. LegtSlative yérs also 
construe the powers of the Commissioners 
under the Bedell bill to include.the power 
to deny the right of a new corporation to 
lay mains of wire conduits that may paral- 
lel any older company. Should this con- 
struction be sound, the State - Railroad 
Board will have the right to say whether 
or not at any point in the State new gas 
pipes or electric light poles or conduits 
shall be established. This is considered the 
most sweeping construction of the bill, and 
one likely to cause the greatest discussion.

DEFENDS ROYAL R. SCOTT 


Chief Deputy Excise Commissioner 
Discusses His Actions. 


Explains Withdrawal of Prosecutions 


Against Liquor Sellers—Scott Has 
Been Very Successful.

ALBANY, Feb. 3.—Maynard N. Clement, 
Chief Deputy under Commissioner of Ex-

Scott had been engaged in prosecutions for | 


the New York State Anti-Saloon 
and that his action in discontinuing some 
of these cases had provoked criticism from 
the officers of the league. Mr. Maynard 
was asked if the Excise Department had 
knowledge of Mr. Scott’s engagement in 
these cases. 

“Yes, Mr. Lyman knew that Scott had 
been engaged in those prosecutions,” he 
replied. 

‘*Did Commissioner Lyman approve of 
Mr. Scott prosecuting excise cases other 
than those brought by the department, or 
was it at thesCommissioner’s suggestion 
that Mr. Scott withdrew from the firm 
of Scott & Mayham, the firm which had 
charge of the Anti-Saloon League cases?” 

“I. do not think that Commissioner 
Lyman has ever spoken to Mr. Scott about 
his being engaged in the Anti-Saloon 
League’s cases, or in any cases, other 
than those which he was prosecuting for 
the department. Mr. Scott, you understand, 
is not a salaried official of the Excise De- 
partment. He appears for the department 
only in special cases. 

“Since Mr. Scott was 
prosecution of so many cases for the de- 
partment, I think, perhaps, it would have 
been preferable that he should not have 
undertaken excise prosecutions for any in- 
dividuals or any association, But that was 
a matter for his own private judgment. 
The cases which he has prosecuted in New 
York City are not the only ones which 
have been given to Mr. Scott bv the de- 
partment. He has been engaged in prosecu- 
tions all over the State. He has been sin- 
gularly successful. 1 do not believe he has 
lost a single case he has conducted for the 
department. It was he who conducted the 
successful prosecutions against the’ *‘ fake’ 
clubs which were started in New York \. 
to avoid the observance of the Raines law, 
such as the Black Rabbit, the Shenandoah, 
and others. Not only did he close these 
clubs up, but he also recovered on their 
bonds.”’ 

“How about Scott's 
two of the Coney Island ‘cases which he 
brought for the Anti-Saloon League? Did 
the department know about that action and 
the criticism which it caused?”’ 

‘*I knew about it. Mr. Scott spoke to me 
about it. He explained why he had dis- 
continued the cases. You see, when the 
Anti-Saloon League was formed it began 
its work with more enthusiasm than judg- 
ment. Mass meetings were held all over 
the State, great interest was aroused, and 
under the impulse of the new-born Zeal 
more cases were brought than the league 
was prepared to handle. The liquor deal- 
ers against whom prosecutions were insti- 
tuted ‘had the command of money. Cases 
which ought to have been disposed of in 
three days were dragged on by them for 
thirty days. The result was that referee’s 
fees, and the stenographer’s fees, and the 
per diem expenses piled up. The referee's 
fee is $10 a day. As I understood the situ- 
ation from Mr. Scott, the league was not 
prepared to meet this expense, and in some 
cases the stenographers were threatening 
to sue for their money 

‘“‘ When these notices were seryed on him, 
Mr. Scott wrote to the officers of_ the 
league informing them that he was willing 
to wait for his fee until the cases were de- 
cided, but that he could not afford to be 
sued for stenographers’ charges. It was 
under such stress, as I understoodfrom 
him, that he discontinued the two Coney 
Island cases, his purpose being to show 
the league that unless money was forth- 
coming to meet the necessary expenses in- 
cident: to the conduct of the cases, it would 
be impossible for him to go on.” 

‘““What control has the Excise Depart- 
ment now over cases brought against liq- 
uor dealers by private individuals? ”’ 

‘“* Practically none. When such cases are 
brought in New York City notice of them 
has to be given to Deputy Commissioner of 
Excise George Hilliard. It is the practice 
of the office to give what help it can to 
private individuals who bring prosecutions 
for a violation of the excise law. The con- 
sent of the department is not necessary for 
the abandonment of such cases, but no 
pase is ever abandoned except upon an ap- 

lication in court for its discontinuance. 

Vhen such application is made the reasons 
for the discontinuance must be stated to 
the Court. 

*“ Right here I can explain why there have 
beer’ such a number of discontinuances in 
cases brought by individuals against sa- 
loon keepers. If the records are looked up 
it will be found that most of the abandoned 
cases were cases brought to oust saloon 
keepers from residential neighborhoods. 
There are about 27,000 saloon keepers doing 
business in the State. The Excise De- 
partment does not make an investigation of 
every application for a license. Unless a 
complaint has been received or there is 
some ground for suspicion that everything 
is not regular, the saloon keeper’s petition 
and sworn affidavit are accepted as being 
in good faith, and a license is issued. But 
as I say, fake petitions are not uncommon, 
and it frequently happens that saloons are 
opened up in neighborhoods where there is 
a strong protest. Some person living in 
the block undertakes a prosecution to com- 
pel the saloon keeper to vacate. When an 
investigation is made of the sentiment of 
the residents in the block it is found that 
the saloon keeper has not the required 
number in his favor. When he sees it is 
all up with him he generally moves out. 
The prosecution against him is then aban- 
doned. There is no further use for it. It 
has accomplished its object. 

“The District Attorneys in the cities 
have been much more diligent in prosecu- 
tions under the present law than under any 
previous excise law we have had in this 
State. Nevertheless, there is still room for 
improvement. Until perfection is attained 
in this regard the citizens will value the 
privilege they now have of bringing civil 
actions on their own account. I have 
talked with a number of members of the 
Legislature on the subject, and I do not 
think it is likely that this right will be 
taken away. Amendments are now being 
considered, however, to guard against the 
opportunity for blackmail to which the 
Governor referred in his message. One 
suggestion is to compel the prosecutor to 
give bond for costs. Another is to limit 
the privilege to taxpayers. A proposition 
to do away with the privilege altogether 
would not prove popular.”

Trotters and Pacers Brush on the 
Lower Stretch. 


HONORS FELL TO MOTH MILLER 


Dr. Randell’s Pacer Swept Everything 
Before Him in Yesterday’s Trials 
—Two Wagons Bump Wheels. 


There was no lack of good, lively sport 
on the Harlem River Speedway yesterday 
morning, when a small but very select 
gathering of light-harness horsemen and 
their favorite fast steppers amused a large 
crowd of spectators. The footing was 
heavy and uncertain in spots along the 
upper stretch, which was abandoned early 
in the day for the lower stretch, between 
High Bridge and the beginning of the mac- 
adam pavement. Here the crowd soon 
gathered, and saw Moth Miller, a roan 
pacer with a mark of 2:07, sweep the 
Speedway. In fact, the gelding did not 
lose a brush in which his owner and 
driver, Dr. David Randell, started him, 
and there were no challenges made that the 
doctor did not accept immediately. Moth 
Miller’s principal opponents in the series 
of brushes he won were the pacer Edward 
W., (2:214%,) driven by George Coleman; 
the pacer Anhauser, with Dr. H. D. Gill 
handling the reins, and the handsome pacer 
Ada P., (2:09%,) driven by David Lamar. 
One of the earliest and most exciting of 
the heats between this trio came near 
ending seriously, as the light speeding rigs 
to which Ada P. and Edward W. were 
hitched crashed together near the finish, 
but fortunately the wheels did not lock 
and only a little paint was. scratched. 
Moth Miller was leading by an open length 
when this mishap occurred, and he in- 
creased it to three lengths before the line 
was crossed. The collision did not cause 
either Ada P. or Edward W. to lose their 
speed or break, and they finished on even 
terms. 

The next heat promised to be as lively as 
the first, the start being a good one and 
all three horses pacing well together, until 
Ada P. broke, spoiling her chances of 
winning. Edward W. made a good race, 
but was beaten out by an open length. 
There were four entries in the final, Mr. 
Lamar withdrawing Ada P. and taking 
the reins over the pacer Nettie B., (2:16%,) 
Anhauser. After sev- 
eral false starts the animals were finally 
got away, Edward W. taking the lead 
and holding it for.a quarter. Moth Miller 


then showed in front, with Anhauser at 
In a spurt made by Moth Miller, 
Edward W. fell behind, but Anhauser did 
not lose an inch, while Nettie B. was dis- 
tanced. All interest centred in the two, 
finish was as fine a one as was 
ever witnessed at a Grand Circuit meet. 
Both pacers came down the stretch under 


| the whip like whirlwinds, but, despite An- 


hauser’s desperate spurt, he was unable 
to close the gap, Moth Miller finishing a 
nose in front of him. Opinion was some- 
what divided as to.the result of this heat, 
but those who stood at the finish post 
awarded the heat to Moth Miller. 

Jack, the old Speedway favorite, with a 
mark of 2:124%, driven by Trainer Clark, 
fell a victim to the speed of Anhauser, 
driven by Dr, Gill, who also owns Jack. It 
was claimed that the start was not a fair 
one, Anhauser having the advantage, so 
the pair were jogged back to High Bridge 
for a second heat, which. was won by Jack.

W. Cornish, driving the trotter David 
B., (2:09%:) Hugh Reilly, driving Commo- 
dore Porter, (2:13;) A. C. Newman, driving 
a team of black pacers; Trainer ‘ Jack”’

jogging the pacer George Wallace, (2:17%;) 
George Huber, driving Prince Altara; J. 
Timmons, driving the pacer Sandy Boy;

- During the afteyvmoon the roadbed grew 
very heavy from constafit use, and there 
was very little brushing, outside of sev- 
eral heats between the gray pacer T. N, B., 
(2:10%,) and several pacers of Mr.- La- 
mar’s stable.

David 
Lamar, and Moth Miller, 2:07, owned by 
Dr, David Randell. All three pacers have 


met before at various times on the Speed- 
way, and at present honors are about even. 
There are many horsemen and frequenters 
of the course who believe that Johnny 
Aon is about the fastest pacer on the 
road. 

The conditions of the match are the best 
three heats out of five, the loser to pay for 
a dinner for the principals and judges.

SAVED FROM SINKING SHIP 


Crew of Schooner Devon Worked 
at Pumps for Four Days. 


Waterlogged Craft at the Mercy of the 
Gale When Sighted by German 
Steamship Washington. 


Another shipwrecked skipper with his 
crew was brought into port yesterday. The 
men had been rescued far out on the At- 
lantic by the German tank steamship 
Washington on the morning of Jan. 25. 
When sighted by the Washington their 
vessel, which was the British schooner De- 
von, a diminutive craft of 107 tons, was 
waterlogged and in a sinking condition. 

The crew, which numbered seven men all 
told, were completely exhausted. They had 
been struggling for four days at the pumps 
trying to keep their doomed craft afloat long 
enough for some passing vessel to sight 
their inverted ensign and rescue them from 
the impending watery grave. 

It was on the morning of Jan. 21 that the 
gale which was destined to wreck and 
render helpless their vessel began to blow. 
The Deven soon sprang a leak and Capt. 
Evans ordered his men to the pumps to try 
and keep her clear, Despite heroic efforts, 
however, the leak continued to increase in 
size and the water in consequgence to 
steadily gain on them. Meanwhile the storm 
increased in fury, the great seas that were 
already mountainous in size grew still 
higher, sweeping the deck clean of all its 
fixtures, while the ship was laboring heav- 
ily trying to stand up in the face of the 
terrific winds. 

For four days the men at the pumps had 
not a minute’s rest. On the morning of the 
25th the water in the hold measured five 
feet in depth, and as it was increasing all 
the time the skipper caused signals of 
distress to be hoisted, and told his men, 
while working at the pumps, to keep a 
sharp look out for a passing vessel, as it 
would be impossible for the Devon to hold 
out long in her desperate condition. 

During that afternoon Capt. Dincklage 
of the Washington made out the Devon's 
distress signal, and bore down on her, A 
life boat, in charge of Chief Officer Dress- 
ler and four seamen, was lowered, and the 
work of rescue undertaken. After an hour’s 
delay the shipwreched men were trans- 
ferred from their sinking vesesl to the 
Washington. . 

The crew of the Devon is the third ship- 
wrecked crew of asailing vessel to be brought 
to New York within a week by an ocean 
steamship. The other two were the crews 
of the Rusisan bark Cuba and the Ameri- 
can schooner Albert Mason, the former 
having been rescued by the German liner 
Barcelona and the latter by the New York 
and Porto Rico Steamship Company’s ves- 
sel the San Juan. 


BILLIARD PLAYERS PRACTICE. 


Conklin and McKee Tried Their Skill 


for Championship Tourney. 

Of the amateur billiard players 
in the Class A tournament for the billiard 
championship of the Amateur Athletic 
Union, which will begin to-morrow night in 
the theatre of the Knickerbocker Athletic 
Club, Madison Avenue and Forty-fifth 
Street, two appeared in the Knickerbocker 
Athletic Club’s billiard room yesterday for 
practice. They were C. F. Conklin of Chi- 
cago and F. B. C. McKee of Philadelphia, 
and, while they were trying their skill and 
experimenting to see how near they were 
to the form they expect to show in the 
coming competition, the billiard enthusi- 
asts among the club members stood by and 
watched with intense interest.

THE ANTHRACITE COAL COMBINA- 
TION. 


We publish in our financial columns 
this morning a communication from an 
unusually well-informed source, under 
the title ‘‘Checks to Combination,” re- 
citing some exceedingly interesting and 
significant facts in the history of the an- 
thracite trade and past efforts to com- 
bine and control it. 

The public interest in such a matter is 
not, of course, in the financial prospects 
of enterprises in the direction of combi- 
nation. Those concern the men who haye 
money to invest in them or to speculate 
on the investments therein. What is of 
importance to the general public is the 
situation created by extensive schemes 
of combination in the nature of monop- 
oly. There is a very widespread and nat- 
ural uneasiness as to the effect of con- 
centrated control of the supply, and, 
consequently, of the price of commodi- 
ties of common necessity and use. The 
whole spirit of the laws of England, 
from which we derive our own in the 
first instance, is against such monopoly, 
and one of the most valuable chapters in 
the history of English law is that which 
recounts the process of breaking down 
the, monopolies which were a part of the 
privileges of the Crown, and which had 
to be broken down before liberty of in- 
dustry and trade could be rendered se- 
cure. It is the belief of a large and sin- 
cere body of men in this country that the 
corporations, created by law, having the 
privilege of limited Hability and enjoy- 
ing the use of vast capital, are the logical 
successors of the ancient royal monopo- 
lies, and must be restrained in the same 
spirit and by analogous methods. 

If this were the case, there could be no 
more pressing problem in our public life, 
for the powers conferred by the aggre- 
gation of capital from innumerable 
sources under the control of the mana- 
gers of corporations are far greater than 
ever were dreamed of under the old royal 
grants. The author of the article to 
which we have referred, and which we 
commend to the careful attention of our 
readers, shows, however, that in Ph ag 
parently promising field entered on by 
the first projectors of a control of the 
anthracite product, great ability and 
much money were entirely thrown away 
because competition from the soft-coal 
product had been overlooked. There 
were other obstacles to success which he 
describes, but this was insuperable and 
fatal. How far he may be correct in his 
inference that the recent combination 
has practically the same purpose, will be 
pursued in practically the same way, and 
will encounter like obstacles it is not 
necessary to decide. He gives a clear 
and instructive statement of the history 
of one powerful combination for the con- 
trol of a natural product of general util- 
ity, apparently indispensable at the time, 
which failed because its authors did not 
take account of the changes which their 
own action would tend to produce. 

This history unquestionably illustrates 
and sustains a general inference to which 
we have frequently drawn attention in 
discussing the possible perils to the pub- 
lic from so-called monopoly. This is that 
any effort to monopolize a commodity of 
such wide utility as to make its control 
the source of great wealth is exposed to 
defeat when the effort is directed to 
raising the price of such commodity, be- 


cause a rise in price immediately offers 


the strongest inducements to secure oth- 
er sources of supply or to improve and 
cheapen the processes of production. 
Monopoly at high prices in the modern 
world, like the lever of ARCHIMEDES, 


would be all-powerful, if it could com- 


mand a really stable fulerum from which 
to work. But so far that has not been 
done, and the chances that it can ever 
be done are practically infinitesimal.

POLITICS AND CHARITIES. 
There is much severe criticism of the 
plan of the Governor for turning the 
charities of the State over to a commis- 


sion of which two members will be State 


officers, selected by the methods of party 
conventions and attached to party ideas 
of the use of public employment as party 
patronage. Certainly the present mode 
of management under the supervision of 
an independent board composed of men 
of high character and experience has 
stood the test of actual practice exceed- 
ingly well, and has much to commend it, 
But it must be admitted that it is not 
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necessarily the only or the best mode of 
dealing with this important matter. 
Such a board does not prima facie af- 
ford the best guarantee of responsibility 
or of uniform and progressive principles 
of action, That these have been secured 
under the present board is due to the un- 
usual character of its members, but it 
must not be forgotten that it is open to 
the appointing power to lower the stand- 
ard of selection, and that weak or un- 
principled men in such a board would do 
a great deal of mischief which it would 
not be easy to trace directly or ade- 
quately to correct. Unquestionably, as 
between the present board and a board 
composed as suggested by the Governor, 
the choice must be for the former. It is 
known to be honest, careful, and ex- 
traordinarily efficient. But it remains 
true that the essential vice of the plan 
proposed by the Governor is that it 
makes the introduction of the spoils sys- 
tem possible and probable. 

It is claimed by the Governor that the 
fact that the President of his board will 
be appointed and will have charge of the 
executive duties of the board gives the 
responsibility due to a single head. But 
in this the Governor is surprisingly san- 
guine and still more surprisingly inno- 
cent. The President is the single head 
only in name and form. In reality he is 
but one of three with substantially equal 
voice. Even if we could be sure—and we 
are afraid that we cannot be—that the 
appointee would be entirely independent 
of party pressure and demands, and 
would insist on keeping politics wholly 
out of his administration, he could not 
do it without the co-operation of at least 
one of his colleagues, and this he would 
find it exceedingly hard to get. The 
sound ground for opposition to the Gov- 
ernor’s plan is that it is likely to be, and 
we fear is intended to be, the entering 
wedge for the introduction of the party 
patronage principle into the manage- 
ment of the charities. On that ground it 
well may be fought with the utmost vig- 
or, and should be defeated if possible. 
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THE BUTTERMILK CHANNEL IM- 
PROVEMENT. 


The River and Harbor bill as it passed 
the House contained an appropriation for 
deepening and widening the channel be- 
tween Governors Island and the shore of 
Long Island, commonly called Butter- 
milk Channel. There is»some doubt 
whether the Senate will retain this item 
of the bill. 

If the Senators will examine with care 
the project for this improvement they 
will perceive that it is not a matter of 
exclusively local interest. It is also of 
National concern, for at least two de- 
partments of the Government have a di- 
rect and considerable interest in the en- 
largement of that neglected waterway. 
We have had repeated demonstrations, 
some of them comparatively recent, of 
the risk of taking large warships through 
the narrow and always overcrowded 
channel between the Battery and Gov- 
ernors Island, now the only practicable 
way into or out of the East River for 
large vessels. The deepening of Butter- 
milk Channel to forty feet, with a width 
of 1,200 feet, would give to the largest 
battleships a safe and convenient deep- 
water approach to the navy yard. Fight- 
ing ships are instruments of emergency, 
as to which it is a primary condition that 
they shall be ready for their emergen- 
cies. A battleship that is or may be sta- 
tioned at the Brooklyn Navy Yard, from 
which the only way out to the sea lies 
through a channel beset with perpetual 
perils of collision and grounding on a 
troublesome reef, cannot be counted on 
as ready for anything. 

The War Department is considering 
plans for the improvement of the water 
front of Governors Island. The wharves 
and other improvements it has in mind 
for the easterly side of the island should 
not be undertaken until the limits of the 
Buttermilk Channel widening and deep- 
ening, which must some time be under- 
taken, have been determined. The two 
improvements ought, of course, to be 
carried out simultaneously. 

The commerce of the Port of New 
York demands the improvement: of this 
important waterway as the logical con- 
tinuation of the deep channel down the 
harbor, work on which will soon begin. 
It would be an inexcusable waste of nat- 
ural opportunity to confine the benefits 
of that great Government undertaking 
solely to the North River side of Man- 
hattan Island. It was demonstrated at 
the time of the burning of the Hoboken 
piers of the North German Lloyd Line 
that Buttermilk Channel in its present 
condition is not practicable for large 
ocean-going steamers, Yet it would seem 
to be a reasonable commercial proposi- 
tion that the great warehouses that line 


the Brooklyn water front. opposite the 
lower end of Manhattan Island should be 


accessible to big as well as little ocean 
commerce, The whole Hast River will 


be opened to all the ships of the sea 


when this channe! is opened, and not till 
then. 


In New York there is no voice against 
this improvement. The Chamber: of 
Commerce, the Produce Exchange, the 


Maritime Association, the Underwriters, 
the Board of Trade and Transportation, 
and the Merchants’ Association have 


adopted resolutions or taken action for 
its execution. On the ground of com- 


mercial and National interest there is no 
argument to be made against it save on 
the one ground of cost, and it Is not a 
costly work. "We feel sure that a faith- 


ful inquiry into the merits of the appro- 


priation will convince the Senators that 
it should be allowed. 


It is not uncommon in these days to 
hear the system of appointment for merit 
and fitness only, and without regard to 
political associations, denounced as un- 
American. Just a hundred years ago 
this question was raised on the accession 
to the Presidency of THoyas JEFFERSON, 


after his predecessor, JoHN Apams, had 
been filling a good many places solely 
from among the Federalist Party, AL- 
BERT GALLATIN was Secretary of the 
Treasury, and the most intimate friend 
and adviser of the President, as well as 
for some years the recognized leader of 
the Jeffersonian party in the Congress. 
Mr, GALLATIN was, if anything, a more 
earnest Democrat than Jarrerson him- 
self, He prepared the following circular 
to be sent out to all Collectors under him, 
It is interesting as showing his own con- 
victions, and, in the second clause, em- 
bodying the views of JEFreRson as to 
the political use of public offices: 


The law having given to the Collectors 
the appointment of a number of inferior of- 
ficers, subject to my approbation, there is 
on that subject, on which we must act in 
concert, but one sentiment that I wish to 
communieate: it is that the door of office 
be no longer shut against any man merely 
on account of his political opinions, but 
that whether he shall differ or not from 
those avowed either by you or by myself, 
integrity and capacity suitable to the situa- 
tion shall be the only qualifications that 
shall direct our choice. 

Permit me, since I have touched this top- 
ic, to add that whilst freedom of opinion 
and freedom of suffrage at, public elections 
are considered by the President as impre- 
scriptable rights which, possessing as citi- 
zens, you cannot have lost by becoming 
public officers, he will regard any exercise 
of official influence to restrain or control 
the same rights in others as injurious to 
that part of the public administration 
which is confided to your eare, and practi- 
cally destructive of the fundamental prin- 
ciples of a republican Constitution. 


We have examined with due care the 
first number of Mr. Bryan’s paper, The 
Commoner. Its editor and publisher is 
far too modest. It should be called “ The 
Commonest.” 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES, 


——Three hundred animals, including rep- 
resentatives of about all the varieties that 
are kept in captivity, perished at Baltimore 
Wednesday in the fire which destroyed the 
Bostock Menagerie, and it is noted as a cu- 
rious feature of the disaster that every one 
of the poor creatures met its agonizing 
death in perfect silence. On occasions of 
ordinary excitement the majority of them 
were noisy enough, and it was customary 
for them to announce the arrival of meal- 
time in tones loud enough to be heard at a 
distance of several blocks, but when the 
fire broke out, though they manifested 
their realization of the fate that threatened 
them by wild leaps around their cages and 
desperate attempts to break the imprison- 
ing bars, they uttered no sounds that 
reached the ears of the men engaged in 
fighting the flames. A jaguar and a tiger 
that had been put in one cage divided by 
a grating, in order that they might become 
acquainted with each other, seemed to pay 
no attention to the fire, but stood ex- 
changing angry glares until the partition 
burned away, and then, instead of trying 
to escape from the building, they began a 
savage fight, which lasted until the flames, 
a few minutes later, put an end to their 
hatred with their lives. The trainers as- 
sert that the beasts were strangely nervous 
for hours before the fire broke out. Of 
some performing lions that had just been 
put through their paces one trainer says: 
“They were unwilling to return to the 
cages, and I had to use force to get them 
in. Once on the inside they wére equally 
loath to have me leave, and adopted all the 
tricks customary with animals when they 
want the keeper to stay with them, and in 
addition to this they had a pleading look 
in their eyes which it was impossible to re- 
sist. I staid, petting them in turn. One 
of them, Spitfire, the ugliest in looks and 
temper of the lot, fawned upon me, and 
actually allowed me to put my arms around 
her neck, which ~as out of the ordinary, 
for before that she would never allow the 
slightest familiarity.’"’ This trainer—a wo- 
man—shrewdly suggests that the unusual 
behavior of the lions was due not to any 
mysterious intuition, but to the early warn- 
ing of the fire’s existence, given to them 
by their acute sense of smell. 


——Something like half a dozen attempts— 
two or three of which, perhaps, were in 
good faith—have been made to compel our 
remarkable Commissioner of Highways to 
perform, with respect to the Pabst Hotel 
portico, the sworn duty for. which he is 
drawing a more than comfortable salary, 
but though many months have elapsed 
since the attempts, sincere and insincere, 
began, the portico still remains where it 
never had the shadow of a right to be, and 
Mr. KEATING is still provided with an ex- 
cuse for inaction that ts sufficiently speci- 
ous, at least, to serve his—shall we say 
needs or purposes? The situation contains 
many elements of hopelessness for the 
reputable citizens of Manhattan Borough, 
but those of Queens County, who have long 
suffered from a grievance in some particu- 
lars like ours, have devised and put in 
execution a plan for securing redress which 
really looks as though it would be effect- 
ual, Revolting at last against deprivation 
of the use of one of their streets, and con- 
vinced that Commissioner KmaTING would 
not protect them in the enjoyment of their 
property rights, some of them went be- 
fore the Grand Jury of the county and se- 
cured his indictment on two counts—one 
for persistent and gross neglect of duty 
and the other for permitting a nuisance 
to continue. Why has not, and why could 
not, that course be followed here? The 
present existence of the Pabst Hotel portico 
fully warrants the finding of indictments 
against the Commissioner on precisely 
those counts, and we are unable to con- 
ceive of any reason why it would not re- 
sult in his conviction on both. Mandamus 
proceedings affright him not, for he has 
learned by experience that there are many 
safe and easy ways of getting around them, 
but an indictment is different, and, al- 
though it, too, can sometimes be circum- 
vented, the novelty of the attack would 
at least drive him upon unfamiliar ground 


where he could not be sure of his accus- 
tomed success. 


——New Yorkers have been lectured sev- 
era) times of Jate, and with some severity, 
by people who thought the general public 
was indulging to an unnecessary degree in 
condemnation of the City Government and 
discussion of municipal evils. We do not 
think enough either of our joys or our mer- 
cles, these lecturers told us, and they de- 
clared that it would be more proftftable in 


many Ways if we would turn all, or most, 
of our attention toward the pleasanter 
phases of metropolitan life. The same feel- 
ing seems to exist in Philadelphia, and it 
found official expression when the January 
Grand Jury, in completing its labors, made 


a presentment in which was the following 


passage: ‘' We fear that the effect of the 
continued publication in our daily papers 
ef criticisms on the management of city 
affairs will have a tendency to injure the 
good name of what we believe to be one of 


the best governed cities of the country, and 
that thereby the credit of the city will sut- 


fer, as well as the interest of our commer- 
cial community. The proper criticism of 
official actions of public officers is right 
and proper, but a continued holding up to 
the public ridicule, scorn, and contempt of 
those who have been elected to govern our 
city certainly does not have a tendency to 
increase the respect with which the name 
of our city is mentioned. We, therefore, 
hope that in the name of justice and a con- 
ued municipal prosperity this tendency on 
the part of the public press will be curbed.”’ 


Curbed how, and by whom? Do these 
Grand Jurors propose the establishment of 
a press censorship other than that provid- 
ed by the libel kaws, or do they think that 
their opinions, as such, will have any more 
effect than the complaints, so often made 
by so many other folks of the same turn 
of mind, that the newspapers will insist on 
advertising the wicked more than they do 
the virtuous? That question has been 
thrashed out innumerable times, and we 
have no inclination to do it again, While 
recognizing and lamenting the evils of sen- 
gational journalism, we also recognize and 
do not particularly lament the fact that 
wickedness, in office and out of it, would 
profit vastly more from the inattention of 
the press than goodness suffers from it. 
In reality, goodness, though not exploited 
by the press, does not suffer, and virtue, 
when it takes a form that makes it news 
in the only and legitimate sense of that 
term, doés -get just as much, as prompt, 
and ag‘interested attention from all the pa- 
pers as is ever given to vice—which does 
not get any attention at all unless it meets 
the same requirements. 


—In last week’s issue of TH TIMES 
SaTuRDAY RBVIEW, a correspondent, who 
may or may not have written from sad 
personal experience, complained bitterly 
of the editing to which the manuscripts 
accepted by magazine and other publish- 
ers are subjected, and evidenced his firm 
belief that any exercise of the legendary 
blue pencil is a cruel and wicked infringe- 
ment upon the author’s rights. Now, cases 
there have been, undoubtedly, when com- 
plaint of this sort was justified, but the 
editors and the public have rights as well 
as the authors, and as a matter of absolute 
fact a very large majority of all the manu- 
scripts offered for publication need some 
editing or much before they are fit to 
print, and of the wee minority that are ac- 
cepted, almost all are the better for the 
editing they get. Anybody who ever sat 
at the receipt of ‘‘copy”’ could tell a tale 
even sadder than that of our correspon- 
dent about the carelessness of authors, 
about the heterodoxy of their grammar and 
their spelling, about the mania so many 
of them have to save paper—which is so 
cheap!—at the expense of legibility, and 
about many another crime besides the fat 
from uncommon one of writing stuff that 
nobody wants to read, Of course the author 
knows best what he wants to say and how 
he wants to say it, but very frequently, in- 
deed, his knowledge on both these points is 
of the vaguest description, is—to be frank, 
ambition rather than knowledge—and when 
he has not taken the trouble to learn his 
trade the reason for the editor’s being be- 
comes almost terribly clear. Let the au- 
thors do their own editing if they do not 
like that of other folks, and let them, too, 
remember that property they have sold no 
longer belongs to themselves.

TAXATION AND THE REMEDY. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

You state in an editorial on taxation in 
to-day’s issue that you sympathize entirely 
“with the professed desire of the Legislat- 
ure and the Governor to secure a fair con- 
tribution from all classes to the expenses 
of the State—a contribution in proportion to 
the means of. each class, made in such 
form as to be purely and economically co}- 
lected,”” which impels me to say that yo 
would probably interest greatly many of 
your readers by informing them why you 
conclude that taxation should be levied on 
a citizen in proportion to his wealth, if 
only it be certain that the tax collector will 
get the amount charged without incurring 
too great expense in.collection, which is 
equivalent to saying that the taxpayer 
should not be assessed in proportion to his 
means, if these conditions of surety of 
payment and economical collection are not 
possible or probable; that is to say, some- 
thing is entirely proper if it can be done, 
and improper—that is Wrong—if it be not 
feasible, which seems to be a position that 
could not be successfully defended, 

It might be easy to see that members of 
churches should contribute to current ex- 
penses in proportion to their ability, or : 
might be said that all should contyitate to 
the many deserving charities according as 
their circumstances will warrant. Payments 
by members of church associations might 
even be considered as in duty bound to be 
paid, on the principle that a believer should 
do all he can to uphold the particular form 
of superstition he may happen to believe in, 
or think that he believes in; but one’s duty 
to the St should be based on the advan- 
tage da through the instrumentality 
of a vernment, and not on his ability 
ow What does a very rich man get from 
the State that a poor man misses? It costs 
no more to protect the person of Mr. Car- 
negie than would be necessary to insure the 
safety of a hodearrier. If Mr. Carnegie is 
ill, or insuged by. an accident, he pays the 
cost of medical or surgical attendance him- 
self, while the hodcarrier is likely to be 
taken to the hospital and treated at the 
_— expense when sickness falls upon 

im. Poor localities require the services 
of the Fire Department to an extent in 
excess of that necessary for rich quarters 
of the-city out of all proportion to the num- 
ber in ‘each class. he rich are not large 
receivers of the public benefits which are 

aid for out-of the charity funds; in fact, 

n no single particular does a rich man cost 
the State more than a poor man costs, nor 
does he get, by the law, a single advantage 
from the State that,a poor man is not en- 
titled to claim and will not get if the law 
is properly administered; indeed, the rich 
man ys, usually, for the cost he causes 
the Stute, while the poor, frequently, have 
legal assistance without cost by order of 
the court. 

Why, then, should Mr. Carnegie pay in 


proportion to his wealth? Why should he 
not pay, say, a thousand dollars for a copy 
of © Times, if he reads it, or to his 
coachman for a month's service, if he is 
expected to pay taxes on that basis? No 
wonder that we have such a hodge-podge in 
taxation, when it is attempted to establish 
such a basis for raising the public revenue 
as ability to pay. How would it do to tax 
every man in proportion to the space he 
occupies in the State of his allegiance, in 
proportion to its value? Would it not be 
possible to defend that position with suc- 
cess? Would any one escape paying his 
legitimate tax?

THE PERSONAL PROPERTY TAX. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Gov. Odell’s message recommending econ- 
omy is not consistent with his proposed 
tax bills. We need less expenditures, not 
more taxes. The only desire of politicians 
seems to be to tax everything in sight. 
They cunningly array different classes of 
property owners against each other. The 
real estate holder is told that his burdens 
will be lighter if he votes a tax on mort- 
gages. The banks are stirred up against 
the trust companies. When the succession 
or transfer tax was devised we were told 
that other taxes would be less. The same 
promise was made for the Raines law, 
and the same result followed every time. 
Nobody’s tax was lighter; only more money 
was raised to be extravagantly spent. 
These proposed laws are thoroughly bad. 
They will discourage savings and drive 
banking and insurance capital from the 
State. Fortunately they are direct and 


will hurt great numbers of people who will 
know what struck them and be able to 
strike beck at the next election. 

That is an argument which the Legis- 
lature can appreciate. A great reason 10r 
the single tax on land is that it is so im- 
mediately felt by the taxpayer. He looks 
sharply after the men who lay it and who 
spend it. If the revenues of the United 
States Government were all raised by di- 
rect taxation we should have had no “ de- 
pendent pension”’ act and Congress. would 
have been less ready with schemes Of ex- 
travagance and plunder, 

Now let me say a word about personal 
taxes. You seem to believe in the fallacy 
that personal property escapes taxation. 
In reality it frequently pays double. Al- 
most all personal property is in the form 
of stock or bonds of corporations or bonds 
and mortgages on real estate. Stock is only 
a certificate of ownership in some kind of 
business. The holder gets dividends only out 
of the net profits left after all kinds of 
expenses and taxes on the property used 
in business are paid. Bonds and mort- 
gages or corporate bonds are only debts 
secured by liens on property which is itseif 
fully taxed. 

When these bonds or evidences of debt 
are afterward taxed in the hands of es- 
tates, savings banks, or others, and when 
they pay succession or legacy taxes at the 
death of the owner, there is double and 
even treble taxation. When $10,000 is in- 
vested in a house, there is only one sum 
of $10,000, whether the owner has paid for 
it all himself or paid for half with _bor- 
rowed money, for which the lender holds a 
mortgage. That ought to be plain to any 
one, Why tax it twice? P. W.

DELEGATION 


OF LEGISLATIVE 


POWER. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In a recent editorial published in your 
paper, dealing with the question as to 
whether Congress can delegate to the Pres- 
ident the legislative powers intrusted to 
Congress itself by the Constitution, you 
refer to a statement of Edward B. Whit- 
ney, formerly Assistant Attorney General, 
to the effect that, while such delegation 
of legislative power has been condemned 
by the courts and the leading writers, in 
practice the Supreme Court has not ap- 
plied to any case actually before it the 
principle that legislative authority cannot 
be delegated. 

While it may be true that no one case 
has been decided solely according to the 
principle referred to, it is nevertheless a 
fact that the Supreme Court has laid down 
very clearly the principle that Congress 
cannot delegate to the Executive the power 
to legislate. The opinion of the court in 
Field vs. Clark (143 U. S., 692) held: ** That 
Congress cannot delegate legislative power 
to the President is a principle universally 
recognized as vital to the integrity and 


maintenance of the system of government 
ordained by the Constitution,” and sus- 
tained the Constitutionality of the reci- 
procity act of 1890 on the sole ground that: 
‘Nothing involving the expediency or just 
operation of such legislation was left to the 
determination of the President. * * * It 
does not in any real sense invest the Presi- 
dent with the power of legislation.’’ These 
extracts from an opinion of the Supreme 
Court would seem conclusive as to the atti- 
tude of that court on the question of dele- 
gating to the Executive power to legislate. 

It is true that in the suit of R. Dunlap & 
Co., brought as a test case under Section 
61 of the Revenue act of 1894, the Supreme 
Court decided on Feb. 20, 1898, by a bare 
majority vote, that rights to rebates of the 
internal revenue tax on alcohol used in the 
arts given by that statute could be taken 
away or destroyed by the refusal of the 
Secretary of the Treasury to execute the 
law. The court did not, however, pass upon 
the question as to the Constitutionality of 
delegating authority to the Executive to 
suspend or nullify a tax law enacted by 
Congress, since there was nothing in Sec- 
tion 61 which professed to authorize the 
Secretary of the Treasury to suspend its 
provisions, and the decision was based on 
the grounds that if the Secretary thought 
that it was not practicable to enforce the 
law, he could to all intents and purposes 
repeal it by failing to comply with its re- 
quirements. 

The decision in the Dunlap case has not, 
however, been accepted as_ final by the 
manufacturing interests which acquired 
rights under Section 61, and a second test 
suit will be argued before the Supreme 
Court by eminent counsel at the October 
term of that court. It is believed that 
when the plain issue of the unconstitu- 
tionality of the exercise of the taxing pow- 
er by the Executive is squarely presented 
to the Court, that that body may see fit to 
reverse its decision in the Dunlap case, and 
hold in line with all previous decisions that 
“if there be any Congressional legislation 
which may be construed as delegating to 
the President the power to suspend any law 
exempting any importations from duty, or 
to reimpose revenue duties on them, upon 
his own judgment as to what constitutes 
in the revenue policy of other countries a 
fair and reasonable reciprocity, such legis- 
lative precedents cannot avail as authority 
against a clear and undoubted principle of 


Constitution.”’

IN FOREIGN LANDS. 

RECENT DEVELOPMENTS IN WIRELESS Tw 
LEPHONY.-~-A recent number of Le Figard 
contained an article by M. Emile Gautier, 
which, after stating that “the first step 
has been made toward the discovery of 
wireless telephony,” proceeded to give an 
account of the experiments recently con 
ducted by a M. Maiche, who “is now abla 
to transmit speech through the earth for a 
distance of 1,000 or 1,200 yards.” The clainy 
of M. Gautier has caused the appearance of 
several communications in the Huropeaw 
press which show that the “first step” 
Was actually taken some time ago, and 
that now as a result of the recent experi- 
ments made by Sir William Preece under 
the auspices of the British General Post 
Office it is possible to telephone without 
wires for a distance of four miles. 

The first successful test was made by 
Sir William in February, 1894, across Loch 
Ness, in the Scottish Highlands, when the 
experimenter sought to compare telephonia 
with telegraphic signals, or, in other words, 
to ascertain whether articulate speech 


could be maintained under the same candle 
tions as Morse wireless signaling. These 
trials showed that it was possible to ex« 
change speech across Loch ean at an av- 
erage distance of 1.3 miles between parallel 
wires, when the length of the wires them-< 
selves was reduced to four miles on each 
side of the water. Eighteen months aga 
Sir William Preece, while experimenting ac« 
cording to the same scheme on the Menal 
Straits, discovered that the parallel wires 
could be shortened provided they were ter 
minated by earth plates or the sea itself. 

In December, 1899, it became desirable ta 
establish communication between: the isl- 
ands or rocks known as the Skerries, and 
the mainland of Anglesey, in North Wales, 
and it was determined to do this by wire 
less telephony. A wire 750 yards in length 
was erected along the Skerries and on the 
mainland one of three and a half mileg 
from a point opposite the Skerries to Cem-« 
lyn. Each line terminated in an earth 
plate immersed in the sea, and the average 
distance between the parallel portions of 
the two wires was 2.8 miles, Telephonia 
communication was readily maintained, 
and the service thus established has been 
in constant operation ever since. Last Sum-<' 
mer further experiments were made with 
the Preece system of wireless telephony! 
between Rathlin Island, on the north coast 
of Ireland, and the mainland, where ora 
messages were readily sent over a distancev 
of four miles. ‘ 

Sir William Preece has demonstrated that} 
the distance through which a_telephoniq@’ 
message can be sent is practically infinite, 
provided the parallel wires are sufficiently”, 
extended. Thus the length of the wires} 
in order to send a message any desirable 
distance proved the first obstacle agains 
the system being employed on all occasions.s 
Recently, however, he is said to have over. 
come this difficulty partly by the substief 
tution of induction coils for straight wires, 
so that where before it was necessary t 
stretch wires in parallel lines for 1,500 
yards, the same wires in coll now reach 
less than 50 feet, while communication 1 
»0ssible when the distance between them 
s increased to nearly five miles. -A perd 
fected form of the induction system is go 
being employed in an apparatus which Si 
William Preece is making which will- en 
able vessels at sea to communicate wit 
each other even though widely separated.

amusement stopped by the authorities, 
Then the.horns of the bulls were not* 
tipped, and on one occasion two horses 
“na several performers were seriously, 
maimed. The same protest has been meee 
this year, both on humanitarian grougds 
and on account of the turmoil which ch 
amusement occasions, but the authonties 
have so far ranged themselves on the side 
of the natives. 

The courses de taureaux”’ began on Jan. 
27, in a new arena recently erected on an 
open space near the Boulevard Victor Hugo, 
one of the most fashionable streets in the 
town. The ring is fifty yards at its great- 
er diameter, and is surrounded by eight 
tiers of boxes. At the south side are the 
private boxes, seats in which cost as much 
as 20f. each. The prices of other seats 
range from 10f. down to the “ bleachers ”’ 
at 50e. a place. The arena will hold in alk 
4,000 spectators,

INCREASE OF SUICIDE IN FRANCE.—Owing 
to what has seemed to be an incredible 
number of suicides in Paris for this time of 
year the local press is attempting to ace 
count for what is termed an epidemic by

‘laying it at the door of the general retrench- 


ment in all industries that is said to have 
followed the exposition, and to the fact 
that many provincials who found plenty to 
do in Paris last Summer are now without 
means or employment and are unable to 
return to their homes. A recent number of 


Le Figaro contained the account of no less 
than five suicides, which had been com- 
mitted within twenty-four hours, most of 
them under particularly . painful circume 
stances. i 

Owing to the statistics recently published 
from the archives of the Palais de Justice 
and the Préfecture de Police, the subject 
is deemed worthy of immediate scientifie 
investigation, as some say it is rapidly ap- 
proaching the proportions of a national 
calamity. According to these statistics 
there were no less than 27,000 suicides reg- 
istered throughout France in the five years 
ended Jan. 1, 1901. Strangling and hanging 
have accounted for no less than 12,500; 
the revolver was used in 3,500 cases; suffo- 
cation by the use of charcoal was employed 
in 2,000; poison was used in 400 cases; 1,000 
persons threw themselves from fatal 
heights, usually upper-story windows; 
drowning aceounts for the self-inflicted 
death of 4,500, while the remainder is said 
to have obtained death through various 
“ingenious means.”

RESPONSIBILITY FOR AN ILL-AIMED CORK. 
—The Tenth Correctional Chamber of Paris 
has just decided a case which has aroused 
a storm of protest among local restaurant 
keepers, for by it they say has been €s- 
tablished a precedent which may inspire 
unscrupulous customers, aided by unscrupue 
lous waiters, to blackmail them. At least, 
they say, a precedent has been created 
which makes a proprietor completely re- 
sponsible for all acts of his employes, 
whether premeditated or accidental. The 
facts in the case are as follows: 

Last Summer, at the time of the exhibf- 
tion, a Mile. Andrée visited the restaurant 
of M. Guibout-Roux and ordered bottled 
cider with her luncheon. The waiter 
brought the cider, and in opening the 
bottle the cork flew into the eye of the 
young woman. The eye was badly injured, 
and the proprietor of the restaurant says 
that he did everything he could for the 
victim, who acknowledged that it was an 
accident, the waiter having exercised ail 
usual precautions. Mile. Andrée was treat- 
ed by various oculists, and was finally 
pronounced to be blind, although not neces- 
sarily irredeemably so. She then brought 
her ease before the court. 

After hearing counsel on both sides, the 
tribunal fined the waiter 25f.—‘tfor his 
earelessness or lack of skill’’—and_ con- 
demned M. Guibout-Roux to pay 5,000f, 
damages. This is said to be the first 
time in which the law regulating the re- 
sponsibility of an employer for the acts of 
his employe has been applied in a case 
arising through injury to a customer owing 
to an accident. The waiter testified that 
he was no novice in the art of opening bet- 
tles, having extracted thousands of corks 
without ever having caused injury to man 
or woman before. This was admitted, an@ 
his fine was levied merely as a precaution- 
ary measure. But when his act and its 
result were viewed in the light of the law, 
they reverted upon his employer in a more 
serious form. The latter, by having this 
particular waiter in his employ, was the in« 
direct cause of the young woman's mis- 
fortune, and hence liable to heavy dam- 
ages.

The Former Speaks on Ethical 
Teachings of Christ. 


He Places a Different Interpretation on 
the Sermon on the Mount than 
the Diplomat. 


erof. Felix Adler of the Society for Eth- 
ical Culture spoke at Carnegie Hall, corner 
of Fifty-seventh Street and Seventh Ave- 
nue, yesterday morning, on “The Ethical 


Teachings of Christ.” 

The address, although suggested by the 
recent address of Minister Wu Ting-Fang, 
delivered in the same place, was not, Prof. 
Adler explained, a reply to the same. It 
was rather, he said, an attempt to place a 
different interpretation than that placed 
by the distinguished Chinaman~on those 
portions of the Sermon on the Mount re- 
ferred to somewhat disparagingly in his ad- 
dress. 

After speaking of Minister Wu as that 
“strong, upright man who represented the 
most populous nation on the earth,” Prof. 
Adler said, in substance: “The substance 
of his criticism was that the ethical pre- 
cept, ‘resist not evil,’ is meekness with a 
vengeance, and that the commandment to 
love thine enemy was far too high for 
human beings to live up to. The com- 
mandments concerning judgment and the 
Golden Rule he highly appreciates, but in 
respect to these he places Confucius and 
Jesus on a level, making no distinction 
between a positive and a negative state- 
ment of the injunctions. 

‘Ts it not remarkable that there has been 
no voluminous protest against this strik- 
ing criticism of Christianity? A genera- 
tion ago this would hardly have gone un- 
challenged. I attribute the present silence, 
or rather absence of protest, to a spirit of 
tolerance, a belief that in the face of re- 
cent events in China it was fit that a dis- 
tinguished representative of that land 
should go back with us to the springs of 
moral teaching and ask us if there was 
not something lacking in our system, and, 
more than all else, to the fact that thou- 
sands agreed with Mr. Wu. Thousands 
who are nominally Christians believe no 
more in the practicability of Christian eth- 
ics than he does, and were glad, though 
they had not the courage to say so, to 
find so worthy a champion of their views. 

Mr. Adler declared that the question of 
the ethics of the New Testament was the 
last stronghold of those who believed that 
society, to be regenerated, must be tinged 
with Christianity. All this was involved 
fn any criticism of its distinctive phil- 
osophy. What, then, was to be our posi- 
tion? Was it to be that of Christianity, or 
Was it to be that of Minister Wu? Con- 
tinuing, Prof. Adler said: ‘I do not pro- 
pose to criticise the view offered by the 
Chinese Minister, but to offer a different 
interpretation to place by its side. The 
Sermon on the Mount was never delivered 
as a sermon, but was made up of different 
sayings of Jesus, brought together by the 
evangelists. In order to understand them 
they must be studied deeply. Their mean- 
ing can be got at only as one allows them 
to sink, as it were, into the mind. But 
their meaning can be partly gotten at, and 
I shall endeavor to give an interpretation 
of that meaning to-day. 

“Through the whole Sermon on the 
Mount there runs a single purpose—the 
teaching of the worth of man. Jesus came 
to raise that dignity and worth incalcula- 
bly. But, in order to understand the higher 
pelf, it was necessary also to understand 
the lower. The Sermon on the Mount is 

uch occupied with an analysis of these 
aser elements of human nature, Among 
the chief of these is anger, which Jesus 
names for all the malevolent passions. He 
oes at once to the roots of the matter 
e recognizing that anger is at the bottom 
of all malevolent actions. The command- 
ment ‘Thou shait not kill’ is superseded 
by the commandment ‘ Thou shalt not be 
angry,’ because Jesus wishes to strike the 
humor at the root. The thing to be looked 
at, in His judgment, was the angry motive, 
the wrath, the malevélent spirit which led 
to the act of killing. 

“Now comes the stumbling block. ‘If 
thine enemy smite thee on the right cheek, 
turn to him the other also,’ What does this 
mean? Jesus is analyzing the elements of 
the baser nature, remember. The usual 
answer would be, ‘ He is teaching us that 
we must patiently bear injury at the 
hands of another,’ but if Jesus had meant 
that he would have said, ‘If a man strikes 
you, do not strike back.’ What He does 
say is give him an opportunity to strike 
again. The meaning is obvious. How can 
it be mistaken? It is not that we are to 
return good for evil, nor that we are to 
behave like dogs, as some insist, but is 
simply this: One of the principal elements 
of the baser nature which Jesus emphasized 
was pride, what I call rotten self-esteem, 
and in this commandment He wished to 
denounce pride. while at the same time 
pointing out the way to a proper self- 
esteem.” 3 

Regarding the teachings of Jesus as com- 
{ng from a wise man, not as the dicta of a 
Divine being. the speaker believed they 
must be held to constitute the most per- 
fect moral system known.

) Controlier Bird S. Coler delivered the 
principal address last night at the ninth 
anniversary of the founding of the Wash- 
ington Heights Young Men's Christian As- 
sociation, which was held in the Washing- 
_ton Heights Baptist Church, at Convent 
“Avenue and One Hundred and Forty-fifth 
Street. President Gillie of the association 
presided. There were music and talks, and 
@ large audience attended. Among the 
things said by the Controller was the fol- 


> lowing: 


“The great problems of our countrv are 
those presented by the social conditions of 
our great cities. Each year the urban popu- 
lation is ‘tncreasing. Here we have the 
greatest city in the world. Its population 
100 years ago was 50,000, and the popula- 
th of the thirteen States of the Union 

,000, Now the Greater New York equals 
_;the population of the original States. The 
- expenses of the city are five times greater 
Px the expenses of the State, two-thirds 
_ of the expenses of all the States, and one- 
seventh of the expenses of the National 
Government. The difficulties of adminis- 
such vast interests are great. The 
wonder is not that we have done so badly, 
but t we have done so well. 7 
‘T not believe that our Government 
(wale ever be better than the average intelli- 


gence and character of our citizens, Some- 
times a public officer may be intelligent 
and dishonest. Another official may be 
honest, but incompetent, and cost the city 
more than the dishonesty of the other. 
Therefore, what we need is both honesty 
and ability in public officers. We have the 
best educational system in the world, but 
we are spending millions at the top, and 
too little at the bottom. Ninety-five per 
cent. of all our school children leave school 
before they are fifteen to earn their living. 
From all parts of the world there are being 
dumped on our shores the poorest repre- 
sentatives of all the nations of the earth. 
What we need is to attend to the educa- 
tion of those poorer ones as well as our 
own. What we want are institutions that 
help people to help themselves, such as the 
Young Men’s Christian Association, where 
persons are taught how to live and how 
to die, and the University Settlements, 
where the young develop useful knowledge. 

“We should not run down our city, but 
endeavor to exalt it and purify it. Then in 
time the Greater New York will be the 
greatest city of the greatest State of the 
greatest nation of the world.” 

Addresses were also delivered by Warner 
Van Norden, President of the National 
Bank of North America, and Mornay Will- 
jams, President of the Board of Directors 
of the Juvenile Asylum. 


BUTCHERS’ SUNDAY MOVEMENT 


They Listen to a Sermon on Their 
Scheme for Closing Meat Mar- 
kets on the Sabbath. 


The little frame Methodist Church in 
West Fifty-sixth Street, just east of Tenth 
Avenue, was crowded to the door at the 
service last night by a congregation that 
was made up largely of butchers. They 
were not all members of the church, but 
had assembled to listen to a, sermon on the 
Sunday-closing moyement which has just 
been inaugurated by the Benchmen’s As- 
sociation of Retail Butchers of Greater 
New York. An effort is being made to se- 
cure the passage of a bill now before the 
Legislature to compel all retail butcher 
shops and meat markets to close entirely 
on Sunday. 

The Rev. Willard F. Ottarson, the pastor, 
described the situation of the men in the 
trade as follows: 

*‘ Some of these men are never able to see 
their little children awake, except on Sun- 
day afternoons, They begin work every 
day long before daybreak, and work _ for 
fifteen hours a day. And even on Sundays 
they have to work from about 5:30 A. M. 
until some time after noon. Why_ should 
not these stores close on Sunday? Why 
should not all stores be closed on Sunday 
and give workingmen a chance to spend 
one day with their families? 

“The President of this organization, 
which is trying to secure the passage of 
this bill, saw Chief Devery, and he refused 
to enforce even the existing law, compelling 
shops to close at 10 on Sunday mornings. 
What we need is not only a new Chief of 
Police, but a new Mayor, one that is not 
owned by any political organization. One 
party is just as bad as the other. We need 
a new party, one that shall strive for civic 
righteousness,”’ 

At the close of the sermon, a petition for 
the passage of the bill now pending, re- 
quiring the closing of meat markets on 
Sunday altogether, was numerously signed. 
It will be sent to Albany in a day or two. 

It was announced also that the Bench- 
men's Association had started a little cru- 
sade of their own in one district yesterday, 
and had stimulated the police to such 
activity that all meat markets closed at 
the legal hour, 10 o’clock. This district in- 
cluded the region around Tenth and Am- 
sterdam Avenues, from Forty-eighth to 
Seventieth Street. It is hoped to enlarge 
this area of police activity next Sunday. 

The Benchmen’s Association is to have a 
public meeting to-morrow night at its head- 
quarters, 52 Lexington Avenue. 
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CHOIR OF ALL NATIONS. 


First Parish Service Held by St. Bar- 
tholomew’s Church. 

At the first annual parish service, held 
at St. Bartholomew's Protestant Episcopal 
Church, Madison Avenue and Forty-fourth 
Street, last night, the musical service was 
carried out by the Parish Church Choir, 
the Chapel Choir, the Junior Chapel Choir, 
the Oriental Choir, the Chinese Choir, the 
German Choir, and the Swedish Choir. In 
all, nine nationalities were represented, a 
fact upon which Bishop Potter commented 
in the address which he made. 

‘During the past few years,’”’ he said, 
“the world has opened its doors on our 
right hand and on our left. However dis- 
tasteful it may be to us, we cannot put the 
hands back on the clock of history. Our 
relations te the great East are larger than 
our territorial possessions there. 

“The problem there is a question of 
righteousness. There is no hope in com- 
merce or government or anything else with- 
out the eternal foundations of eternal 
righteousness. In this we have the one se- 
cret, whether it be here in the metropolis 
or in the Republic at large. You must 
illustrate what is the meaning of the 
brotherhood of Jesus Christ.” 

Preceding Bishop Potter, the Rev. Dr. 
David H. Greer, the rector, made an ad- 
dress in which he developed the theme of 
the unity to which all things were tending. 


UNITED SINGERS DISAGREE. 


Resignation of Six Societies Accepted— 


Eight Others Want to Withdraw. 


At a meeting of delegates to the United 
Singers of Brooklyn held yesterday after- 
noon in Arion Hall, on Wall Street, Will- 
iamsburg, the resignations of fourteen sing- 
ing societies were received. Of this num- 
ber six were accepted and the others held 
in abeyance in order that an effort may 
be made to have them remain in the organ- 
ziation. 

All the resignations were the outcome of 
the great National singing festival held 
last Summer in the Thirteenth Regiment 
Armory of Brooklyn under the auspices of 
the Northeastern Saengerbund, It was the 
awarding of points for prize singing that 
brought about the dissatisfaction and 
caused the resignation of the different so- 
cieties. When the dissatisfaction was first 
made‘known it was the belief that a change 
of officers would mollify all the discontent- 
ed societies. 5S. K. Saenger, the President, 
was succeeded by August H. Tieman. The 
latter presided for the first time yesterday. 
It was unanimously resolved to accept the 
resignations of the Cecilia Quartet, Central 
Quartet Club, Bakers’ Gesang Verein Ger- 
mania, Harmonie uartet Club, Greater 
New York Liedertafel, and the Redmen’s 
Liedertafel. The resignations held in abey- 
ance are those of the Alpine Roeschen, 
Brooklyn Quartet Club, Cecilia Saenger- 
bund, Haydn Maennerchor, Olive Quartet, 
Williamsburg Saengerbund, Concordia 
Quartet Club of East New York, and the 
Badescher Maennerchor. 

Before the resignations the singers com- 
prised thirty societies.

KEARNEY PICTURES ON VIEW. 


Small but Attractive Exhibit at the 


American Art Galleries. 


Difficult to account for is the popularity 
of one painter while the world gives his 
comrade the cold shoulder, his comrade, 
who may be his superior in some things 
that are of more importance than the best 
quality the successful man has to show. 
Take Jean Baptiste Madou, for an exam- 
ple, since one of his pictures, ‘‘ The Jolly 
Musicians,” turns up among the Edward 
Kearney paintings at the American Art 
Association, 

Madou never had the vogue of Meissonier, 
yet in one respect he was Meissonier’s su- 
perior. He knew better how to put fig- 
ures into a composition so that they were 
true to life. Compared with those of Ma- 
dou, the figures of Meissonier are persons 
sitting for their portraits, They have. no 
Seniality, no life. Even the quarreling 
Guardsmen in “La Rixe” are, if not.un- 
true to nature, then more or less posed, A 
man in danger of his life does not strike 
the stage attitude of the younger man, who 
is reaching for the hilt of his sword. We 
see the same error in Meissonier’s former 
pupil, Domingo, when we examine a paint- 
ing by him in this very collection. In ‘‘ The 
Duel” the men with rapiers stand too near 
each other, and while the vanquished, who 
has half collapsed and catches at the wall 
with a telltale gash in his breast, explains 
his situation perfectly, the victor is in an 
untrue position, which might be assumed 


by a fencing master when he has made a 
hit and cannot be touched in return, but 
never by a man with a sharp sword in his 
hand, actually engaged with an enemy equal- 
ly armed. It is safe to say that if Madou had 
painted scenes like ‘‘La Rixe,’”’ by Meis- 
sonier, or ‘‘The Duel,’’ by Domingo, he 
would have made the combatants exqul- 
sitely true to life, not as they might appear 
in a burlesque combat on the stage or the 
fencing floor, but in battle for their exist- 
ence. 

Madou, however, never received the high 
prices that fell to the lot of Meissonier 
and Domingo, men inferior to him in the 
most important thing of all, the ability to 
make figures seem alive, but superior in the 
art of making figures and surroundings 
look ‘‘ precious.”’ 

There are twoscore paintings in this col- 
lection, composed for the most part of 
pictures collected by the late Edward Kear- 
ney of New York, known to those who 
buy and sell and admire horses; among the 
figure pieces ‘‘The Jolly Musicians” by 
Madou easily takes the lead. It is in the 
old Flemish style as to subject, but sur- 
passes many a renowned master of old in 
its racinees and natural style. The atti- 
tudes of the two red-nosed topers are 
speaking; their uplifted hands fairly sound 
the drunken chorus to which they are beat- 
ing time. The date is 1869, éight years be- 
fore his death. It is satisfactory to learn 
that his merit was recognized when he 
died, for in 1878 his works obtained the 
diploma to the memory of deceased art- 
ists, In Belgium he had been honored ' 
places and medals, but France put the 
stamp of international approval on his 
genius. 

Another Belgian returns after long eclipse 
in the perece of Charles Venneman, with 
a painting that may be recommended to 
the Numismatic Society of New York. A 
numismatist clad in the soft black hat and 
drab coat of the sixteenth century exam- 
ines a coin, It is one of the quiet, comfort- 
able old pictures that look well on the 
walls of a coin and medal collector, al- 
though its technical quality as a bit of 
painting does not entitle it to the highest 
ranks in art. Still another Belgian, like 
Venneman a native of Ghent, is David 
de Noter, and he is present in an excellent 
bit of still life—copper bowl, jug, vege- 
tables, and fruit. Verboeckhoven, a fourth 
Belgian, who had far greater fame than 
any of the three just mentioned, was once 
accepted in New York as ne plus ultra, 
so far as painting sheep and goats is con- 
cerned, reappears in ‘‘Sheep in Stable.” 
with all his tinny falseness to nature, The 
picture is dated 1867. 

Mr. Kearney seems to have been collect- 
ing pictures in the sixties and seventies. 
There are two specimens of the cattle 
pieces of Brascassat and two examples of 
Anton Mauve; a pretty color scheme with 
figures by Diaz, called ‘‘ The Lovers,”’ and 
a sketch in oils by Troyon, called ‘‘ Return- 
ing from the Fair’’; an Arab cavalcade by 
Schreyer, called *‘ The Advance Guard,” 
and a twilit landscape with peasant woman 
by Le Rolle, called ‘‘ Returning Home at 
Evening.’’ The American contingent is un- 
important, including three early pieces by 
David Johnson, two by Arthur Quartley, 
and a good specimen of George Inness, 
dated 189%. The landscape that touches the 
highest mark is a Corot called ‘‘ Chateau 
de Pierrefonds,’’ in which silver birches 
are outlined against quiet sky. 

The sale takes place on Thursday even- 
ing, Feb. 7, at the American Art Galleries. 


Fourteen landscapes at the Durand-Ruel 
Galleries represent the way in which Mr. 
Henry C. Lee looks at the familiar forest, 
hill, and river views of the Highlands of 
the Hudson, near West Point. One old 
Hudson River school has looked at similar 
views from the individual standpoint with 
more or less success. There were Homer 
Martin and Sanford Gifford, to speak only 
of the two that felt the beauty of 
the Highlands in entirely different ways. 
Mr. Lee comes to them with less knowledge 
as to drawing, and with a color scheme 
that really belongs to Brittany, not the 
State of New York. All the same, it is a 
pleasing color scheme, and the combined 
impression made by the baker's dozen that 
deal with West oint and Cornwall-on- 
Hudson, is distinctly favorable to the artis- 
tie quality of Mr, Lee’s mind. If he be a 
young man, there is promise. He has before 
him years of hard work learning to express 
the structure of land and water, crag and 
tree, without regard to color, and then to 
express in color what is distinctive to our 
atmosphere and landscape. The Spring time 
is a French Spring in No. 14, ‘‘ Landscape, 
Cornwall,” and there is a French atmos- 
yhere in No. 3, ‘‘ Near Fort Putnam, West 
Point.” So in No, 8, “ Sunrise, Eagle Valley, 
West Point,” it is difficult to see our own 
early morning in the long, soft shadows 
and indefinite outlines. It is a picture from 
a country where the air is full of vapor. 
Sweet and soft as is ‘The Glade, West 
Point,’”’ the sweetness and softness are not 
of our Indian Summer. The exhibition re- 
mains till the 14th of February.

The camera continues its devastating 
war against various forms of art; the latest 
to be assailed ig the most ancient, it may 
be, that is known to man, the art of tat- 
tooing. Sailors and Princes are the patrons 
of the tattooer, who survives because in 
these two uhintellgctual extremes of so- 
ciety there are men who retain the prime- 
val instinct to scarify and stain the skin 
in patterns, and so call upon the tattooer 
to carry out their ideas of art. But even 
this humble if prehistoric branch could 
not escape the photographer. A Rouma- 
nian named Dinkewesco has diseovered a 
way to photograph an indelible pieture on 
the human skin without the slighest pain 
to the patron. In Roumania it has begun 
to be the fashion to photograph on’the arm 
a little portrait, which cannot be scraped 
or washed off. The end of tattooing is at 
hand. Instead of the long and painful 
method discovered by antediluvian man, a 
sharply cut photographic print can be ob- 
tained in a few _moments by the snapping 
of a shutter, Small children and gentle- 
men who sometimes forget where they live 
can have a picture of their homes up their 
sleeves for the assistance of the police, 
Many are the purposes to which this in- 
genious discovery may be applied.

A sonata in B minor for violin and piano 
by Rubin Goldmark was produced in Bos- 
ton on Monday evening by Franz Kneisel. 
Philip Hale writes of it in The Boston 
Journal: ‘‘ The sonata played last night is 
not a work of pronounced originality or 
force or beauty, and I wonder why Mr. 
Knelsel thought it worth while to produce 
it. The first movement opens in a manner 
that suggests Brahms made easy and pop- 
ularized for family use. This remark ap 
plies to the first theme and the manner in 
which it is used. The second theme is not 
one of distinction or marked contrast, and 
there is simple thematic repetition that 
Falstaff would describe as ‘ damnable iter- 
ation.’

The London Daily News says: ‘“ M. Mes- 
sager kas expressed his determination to 
inaugurate his engagement at Covent Gar- 
den by reforming the chorus. This task, if 
thoroughly earried out, will, we venture to 
predict, occupy practically the whole of M. 
Messager’s spare time during his first sea- 
son. A story is going the rounds that a 
writer, being asked to do a brief review of 
the music of the nineteenth century, ex- 
plained that he necessarily could speak only 
from hearsay, while a member of the opera 
chorus might safely rely upon his per- 
sonal recollections. In any case, even if 
the singers are not old, it is admitted that 
the voices of many of the opera chorus are 
worn. But curiously enough it seems impos- 
sible to replace them in England. Managers 
complain that the great schools of music 
offer no help in the matter. Young people 
are trained either in operas which are not 
in the repertory or for herole parts which 
they have.no chance of singing on the reg- 
ular stage. If the students spent a portion 
of their time in studying for the chorus, 
they would be put in the way of earning a 
fair livelihood for several years to come. 

“The chorus are paid about £2 a week in 
London, rather more in the country, and 
more still in the United States, and there is 
work practically all the year round, But it 
is essential that the chorister should know 
the ordinary repertory of about thirty 
operas. Except as to novelties, the re- 
hearsals for each of which occupy several 
weeks, the chorusmaster has no time to 
train them during the regular season. The 
work is not hard, and as any one who has 
ever watched the pumphandle action ‘of the 
arms observed by the chorister will agree, it 
involves a minimum of dramatic feeling 
and intelligence. But a repertory is essen- 
tial, and in London a student is never 
taught it. Sir Augustus Harris once tried 
to recruit his chorus from our great music 
academies. But, although some students 
agreed to reinforce the ordinary chorus in 
‘ Lohengrin,’ the attempt had to be given 
up. Last year new singers were wanted 
for the Covent Garden chorus, but after 
inquiring for them in vain in London, the 
management was obliged to go to Brus- 
sels,”

Will Head the Ziegler Expedition to 
Seek the North Pole. 


Has Been in Europe Purchasing Two 
Vessels and Other Equipment 
for the Journey. 


Evelyn B. Baldwin of the Baldwin-Zieg- 
ler expedition for the discovery of the 
north pole, who since the Ist of December 
has been in Europe purchasing the equip- 
ment that is to be used in the expedition 
to be undertaken this Summer, returned to 
New York on the American liner New York 
yesterday. As a result of his trip Mr. Bald- 
win has acquired two of the best boats to 
be had for arctic exploration besides secur- 
ing other necessary paraphernalia. 

“My trip has been most successful,” said 
Mr, Baldwin yesterday. ‘‘I have secured 
the best and choicest boat to be had, which 
is the steam whaling yessel Esquimaux. 
I have rechristened the boat the America. 
The American law under certain conditions 
allows me to buy a ship abroad and fly 
the American flag. The America formerly 
belonged to Andrew Barclay Walker, a son 
of Sir Andrew Barclay Walker. In secur- 
ing the America I had to compete with two 
firms who are endeavoring to monopolize 
the. seal trade, and also the British antarc- 
tic expedition which wanted her in case the 
boat now building for that expedition at 
Dundee was found to. be deficient. 

Another boat I secured was the Frith- 
jof, whigh was used by the Swedish expedi- 
tion that went to Spitzbergen and Green- 
land last year. This latter vessel was se- 
cured for use as a provision and equipment 
ship and will also be used by a number of 
scientists and sportsmen during July and 
August. They will sail from Tromsoe, Nor- 
way, where Andree’s brother resides, on the 
25th of June, and return to the same port 
the Ist of September. The America, which 
at present is at Dundee, has three masts, 
{fs barkentine rigged, her engines are aft so 
as to permit her to climb the ice and crush 
it down, while she has an iron-shod bow 
to pierce the ice. She was fitted out two 
years ago for her present purposes and 
was taken by her owner at that time to 
Hudson and Baffin’s Bay. The sides of the 
vessel are two and a half feet thick and are 
made of greenheart, some of the pieces 
running horizontally and others sidewlse.”’ 

Concerning the expedition this Summer, 
Mr. Baldwin said that he was not in a 
position to give an outline of his plans, 
but stated that his headquarters would be 
in Franz Josef Land. He declined to give 
the name of the point selected. 

‘“‘T have not selected all of my aids,” 
continued Mr. Baldwin, ‘* but the scientists 
in the party will be Americans. I shall 
be here several weeks myself before re- 
turning to the other side. The expedition 
will, in all probability, start about June. 
I have arranged for several things, among 
them being some of the sledges to be used, 
some of my furs, and some of my skis, 
but I have not definitely decided as to my 
instruments. Many skippers have applied 
to me for the position of sailing the Amer- 
ica, but I have not as yet decided that 
question. My plans are different from 
those of any other explorer. All of the 
food for the forward work “will be con- 
densed, but the food used at headquarters 
and qn board ship will be the ordinary 
kind. Whatever I get must be of the right 
quality. 

‘*Some of my tents are of canvas and 
others of raw silk. There will be no more 
sleeping out. On the advance for purposes 
of heating food, such as soups and so forth, 
oi! or alcohol can be used, but it will not 
be sufficient for warmth, for which we will 
depend on sleeping bags.”’

Baldwin replied: 

““We have a right to procure the best 
dogs that we can, have we not? And I 
have done so. Some of them are Siberian 
and Eskimo.” 

Replying to another question as to the 
number of expeditions contemplated to the 
pole, Mr. Baldwin said: ‘‘The more the 
merrier. If I fail, 1 fail, and everybody 
will know it.” 


MISS MARTENSE CELEBRATES. 


Her One WHundredth Birthday Cele- 
brated—Tells of Old Days in 
Flatbush. 

A century ago yesterday, when the now 
gone nineteenth 
begun, a stork fluttered down in the night 
over the sprawling little village of Flat- 
bush into the candle-lit Martense home- 
stead, and, winging away again, left behind 

a blue-eyed baby girl. 

Fiatbush, now a picturesque and thriving 
suburb of the great metropolis, has that 
quaint old Dutch farmhouse still. The once 
blue-eyed baby girl is now snowy-haired 
and wrinkled. But yesterday, with a bright 
light in her old blue eyes, she received w 
stately grace and simple dignity the con- 
sratalatons of her townspeople on the oc- 
casion of her centennia!, 

Born at the beginning of the nineteenth 
century, it had been the wish of Miss 
Rachel Martense that she might live to 
see the twentieth century and her one 
hundredth birthday. Yesterday her wish 
was realized. All Flatbush knows and loves 
little Miss Martense, who, even with the 
weight of her years upon her, has always 
a comforting word for the troubled and a 
helping hand for the distressed. A quaint 
and interesting little body is this woman 
who has lived through a century. Time 
was in the long, long ago of her life that 
Rachel Martense, a rosy cheeked, laughing- 
eyed girl, was a much-courted belle of old 
Flatbush. The memory of those blithesome 
days is with her still, and a smile comes 
into her old eyes when she thinks of the 
swains of that day who came stammering 
and sighing in vain suit for her favor. 

Aye, for Rachel Martense grew out of 
that time heart whole. There is no unhap- 
py romance in her history, no tale of dis- 
appointed love. The fact that Miss Mar- 
tense remained Miss Martense is due to no 
such heart-paining affair. It is told of 
her that in the days when she was a belle 
of the village many a stout young farmer 
of the countryside sought her hand, but, 
as she could give none her heart with it, 
she denied all her hand. Miss Martense 
was so devoted from her girlhood to phil- 
anthropic work that the matter of marriage 
never interested her, it is said. All her life 
she has been known for her charities and is 
still interested ‘in such work. 

Miss Martense celebrated her centennial 
at the home of her nephew, Joseph Story. 
on Flatbush Avenue, Flatbush, :The d 
Martense homestead, in which she was 
born, still stands at .Church Avenue and 
Thirty-sixth Street. Miss Martense passed 
her birthday quietly. She received a num- 
ber of her friends, who called to congratu- 
late her upon having passed the century 
mark, and talked with them of the old 
days when the now pretty suburb of Flat- 
bush was little more than a mere settle- 
ment of Dutch farmers.

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Wall Street will resume business to- 
day with warrant for increased confi- 
dence. The week just passed has done 
much to give assurance to the Street not 
only of the inherent strength and stabil- 
ity of the market, but of the probability 
of a further and material advance in 
prices. Sentiment is pronouncedly bull- 
ish; there is no longer doubt as to the 
future. Developments have disclosed to 
a greater extent even than had been an- 
ticipated the presence of influential 
banking interests in the market. 

The transfer of Mobile and Ohio to 
Southern Railway and the purchase of 
control of Southern Pacific by the Harri- 
man syndicate—these, following so soon 
after the Pennsylvania Coal Company 
and the Jersey Central transfers—are 
e@videnees of the gigantic undertakings 
developed or developing. The present 
market, in short, as has been tersely put 
by one of the leading Stock Exchange 
authorities, is a market of bankers’ deals, 
many of them not yet suspected. What 
has been accomplished is much—is mag- 
nificent. What will be accomplished 
promises to be nothing short of stupen- 
dous. And announcements may not be 
long delayed. 


There is little need to discuss the money 
market situation. Though gold has gone 
out and may for some time continue to 
go out, there has been no tight money, 
nor has there been any fear of it.

At that 
time the railroad company was earning 22 
per cent. on its stock, and the only diffi- 
culty its financiers encountered lay in con-

Mr. Gowen started in promptly to mo- 
nopolize the anthracite trade, and within 
six years he sank $20,000,000 in organizing 

his coal business. He changed a prosper- | 
ous property into a financial wreck, and 

for twenty years that enterprise has been | 
almost continually in the hands of re- 
ceivers or trustees. Mr. Gowen’s first pool 
was organized in 1879, but at no time did 
he or his associates or successors reach 
the ends in view. After they had welded 
their combination into shape, they discov- 
ered that they had overlooked the compe- 
tition of soft coal and that the raising of 
anthracite ccal prices put a premium upon 
the displacement of anthracite by bitu- 
minous cecal. Eighteen years of useless 
scheming followed, and the promoters de- 
cided that the soft-coal carriers and the 
anthracite carriers must be brought under

For instance, the 
Reading Company owns land which if 
worked would yield 60,000,000 tons of an- 
thracite coal per annum for a considerable 
period, but as there are other coal lands 
equally favorable for development, the 
Reading cannot mine more than about > 
6,000,000 tons per annum, or one out of every 
ten tons. Each ton of coal taken out of 
the ground by that company must pay not 


only the royalty for its removal, but also 
the interest-carrying charge on the other 
nine tons of coal which cannot be removed 
for the next thirty years. The gift of such 
land under such conditions would be a bur- 
den to any recipient. Yet financiers, how- 
fran ligure out a valuation of anywhere 
rom $60,000,000 to $90,000,000 on that re- 
motely available coal deposit.

of coal. In the seven years from 1891 to 
1898 there was no material increase in the 
Output of anthracite coal, whereas by rea- 
son of the high price of the hard coal the 
output of bituminous coal had increased 
nearly 50 per cent. in the same period; that 
is, from 61,000,000 tons to 90,000,000 tons in 
pr Shaten that fairly compete with anthra- 

When Mr. Gowen started his combination 
schemes in _1879, anthracite coal equaled 
bituminous in the production of pig iron. 
The financial mismanagement of the an- 
thracite properties discouraged all progress 
in iron manufacture, so that the pig iron 
product of anthracite coal was practically 
the same in 1899 as in 1879, while pig iron 
produced from bituminous coal increased 
from 1,500,000 tons In 1879 to 12,000,000 in 
1899; in other words, the anthracite product 
was stationary for twenty years, while the 
bituminous product increased 700 per cent. 
It is true that the output of anthracite coal 
has increased since Mr. Gowen’s pool was 
organized from 28,000,000 tons in 1879 to 
53,000,000 tons in 1899, but Mr. Gowen’s 
company gained only 2,000,000 per annum 
in its tonnage during that period. A prem- 
ium had been placed on competition by the 
combination, so that in 1899 10,000,000 tons 
of coal were carried by lines that had not 
been built in 1879, and while the anthracite 
trade was growing 25,000,000 tons during 
the twenty years, the bituminous output of 
the country had grown 141,000,000 tons per 
annum. According to the statistics of the 
coal trade, the price of anthracite coal at 
tidewater was apparently cheaper than bi- 
tuminous in 1879, but the price of anthra- 
cite has been increased $1.05 over the low 
figures of 1879, while the price of bitu- 
minous coal has been reduced 79 cents per 
ton. 

Boston’s receipts of anthracite coal were 
less in 1898 than in 1888, while its bitumin- 
ous receipts had gained 70 per cent. The 
export of anthracite had diminished in 
value in 1899 as compared with 1894, where- 
as the bituminous exports had increased 
$2,000,000 in value. These figures show that 
the anthracite carriers and producers in 
maintaining luxurious prices had provided 
a market for soft coal and were stimulat- 
ing that interest to such an extent that its 
vole finally passed beyond the means or 
the anthracite combination 
to possess it. There is, it is true, a soft- 
coal pool, and it does fix prices, but its 
ramifications are so vast and so complex 
that no pool can now prevent the down- 
ward trend of soft-coal prices. 

Three legal checks to combinations were 
devised by the people of Pennsylvania. The 
Constitution of Pennsylvania adopted in 
1873 prohibited carriers from engaging in 
the business of mining or manufacturing 
for transportation over their own lines. It 
also prohibited the consolidation of paral- 
lel or competing lines, and it prohibited the 
issuing of securities except for money or 
for work or for labor done. All of these 
Constitutional prohibitions have probably 
been anticipated by the promoters of the

BISHOP THOBURN’S VIEWS. 


Discusses the Situation in China and 
the Effects of Queen Victoria’s 
Death. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 3.—Bishop Thoburn, mis- 

Sionary Bishop in Asia of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, made an address this 
afternoon in the First Methodist Church 
that created something of a stir among his 
gudience, inasmuch as he launched into a 
review of the political questions likely to 
arise from recent events in China and the 
Geath of Queen Victoria. He referred to 
the @uty of the United States in China, and 
gave a forecast of the future Europe and 
‘sia. He touched upon the political signifi- 
cance of the death of Queen Victoria, and 
the friendliness which has resulted between 
the royal relatives, Edward VII. and Will- 
fam Ii, The Bishop said in part: 
. “FE do not admite Russia in aH respects, 
but I thank God every time that I hear of 
that empire annexing more of Asia. There 
is @ new power entering Asia and no one 
seems to notice it. Many significant things 
will result from what has just passed be- 
tween Emperor William and his uncle, Ed- 
ward VII. of England. Before many years 
the old Austrian Emperor will die. The old 
empire will then fall to pieces and what 
will be more natural than that Germany 
will possess the part of it which now bor- 
defs on the Adriatic. The German Empire 
will then be continuous from the North Sea 
to the Mediterranean. 

“Germany has already built railroads 

, in Asia Minor between the Tigris and the 
» Euphrates Rivers. European Governments 
do. not build railroads unless they intend 
to operate them. Germany will seéure that 


part of Central Asia which Russia covets. 
All of Southern Asia, from China west to 
the Mediterranean, will be in possession of 
Germany and England. Germany will 
b we the southern coast line-and the Brit- 
. ish Empire will have secured Arabia.’’

Kinley in relation to those islands, say- 


Why should people lament the ab- 
. Sorp of the small powers by the large 
ones? When we lay our hands on these 
_ Peattered islands and bring them into or- 
der we put an end-to erime in a thousand 
forms.

Even the Russian Gov- 
ernment is a blessing to those portions 
of the country which have been annexed 
by the Czar.” 

Referring again to China, Bishop Thoburn 
said the American Government should be 
more imperative in what it says concerning 
the future of China. 

* The United States should either agree,” 
he said, ‘to let certain powers break up 
China, or say they shall not do it. If our 
Nation should ever say, ‘It must not be 
done,’ not all the nations in Europe would 
risk the consequences of opposing our 
wishes. Great Britain and Japan would 
support us and Germany would fall in line, 
even though it does want the southern 
coast.”’ 

Gov. Shaw of Iowa presided at the meet- 
ing. The remarks of Bishop Thoburn were 
Several times applauded vigorously.

RUNAWAY GIRLS FROM BOSTON. 


Magistrate Gives Them a Lecture and 
They Consent to Return Home. 
Two runaway girls from Boston were ar- 
raigned before Magistrate Deuel in the Jef- 
ferson Market Court yesterday. They de- 
scribed themselves as Loulse McGlynn, six- 
teen years old, of 29 Millmont Street, and 
Agnes Berry, fourteen years old, of 46 
Highland Avenue, Boston Highlands. They 
were arrested Saturday night at the St. 
Denis Hotel by Detective Sergt. Doran of 
the Central Office on the request of Police 

Inspector Watts of Boston. 

The Berry girl’s father was in Gourt and 
said he wanted to take his daughter home. 
The McGlynn girl said at first that she 
would not go-home as her mother ill- 


treated her. She said that she was eight- 
een years old, but later admitted that this 
was not true. She told the Magistrate that 
she had property in Boston worth $25,000, 
and thought she was able te take care of 
herself. She alsd said that she had wealthy 
relatives in this city and wanted to send 
for them. She said she had an uncle here 
named John McGlynn, a real estate broker. 

A Boston policeman, who came here Sat- 
urday night with Mr. Berry, said that the 
McGlynn girl had collected about $100, be- 
longing to her mother, of which she had 
about $50 left when she was arrested. He 
said when the girls determined to leave 
home they went to a dry goods store and 
purchased complete outfits which were 
charged to Mrs. McGlynn, who is a wealthy 
widow. 

After a lecture by the Magistrate both 
girls consented to go home, and they went 
away on an afternoon train. 


Leader of Creek Insurgents Says He 
Never Intended to Kiil Whites. 
MUSKOGEE, Indian Territory, Feb. 3.— 
Chitto Harjo, or ‘Crazy Snake,” the 
leader of the war ring Creek Indians and 
seventeen of the minor leaders of that 
tribe have been landed in the Federal jail 
here, where they will be held pending trial 
for treason. The Indians were brought here 
from Henrietta under escort of Troop A, 
Eighth Cavalry, and United States Marshal 
Benriett and his posse. It is stated that cer- 
tain attorneys who, it is asserted here, 

misled the Indians may be prosecuted. 
Marshal Bennett states that while most 
of the Indians are in hiding, some are still 
trying to hold meetings. A posse will be 
sent to-morrow to arrest Chief Letah 
Mekko, the real Chief of the Creeks. When 
placed in prison here Harjo and his follow- 
ers were searched and fumigated, their 


shackles were removed, and all were placed 
in one large cell. 

A newspaper correspondent, with the as- 
sistance of an interpreter, had an interview 
with “ Crazy Snake," who said that he saw 
no reason for arrest and felt eonfident 
when the Indians were given a trial before 
the courts that they would be released. He 
said they were acting in good faith and had 
papers from Washington that gave them 
the right to establish their old government, 

As to all the talk about killing whites, he 
said it was never ‘their intention and/ they 
expected only to treat and act with their 
own _— and in so doing expected finally 
to get all whites out.

may have been in the past, he treasures no 
Presidential ambition now. He is engrossed 
in his law practice. It has grown larger 
and more lucrative each year, and his ab- 
sorption in professional duties gives him 
little time and less inclination to respond 
to the growing call for him to actively as- 
sume the party’s leadership. 

“ This reluctance on the part of the Sena- 
tor to re-enter public life is not the result 
of pique or disappointment. He simply finds 
greater comfort and enjoyment in the prac- 
tice of his profession and less allurement 
in the field of politics, which has never 
been a source of profit, and oft has given 
him hardly a comfortable support.

CAME HERE TO ‘SEE THE SIGHTS 


Mr. Payne of South Dakota Thought 
His Cicerone Was a Detective— 
Now Mourns Loss of His Money. 


Joseph L. Payne, a prosperous-looking 
man, who came to this city from the town 
of Leeds, near Deadwood, S. D., on Thurs- 
day last, told in the Centre Street Police 
Court yesterday an interesting tale of his 
adventures while seeing the sights of the 
city. He appeared as a complainant against 
Thomas Ferris, who says he is a salesman, 
living at 102 Fourth Avenue, and who, ac- 
cording to Payne, robbed him of over $300, 
as well as several articles of jewelry. 

Payne, who is a wall paper manufacturer, 
says that he met Ferris in front of Keith’s 
Theatre, on Fourteenth Street. 

‘When I first saw him he was talking 
to two policemen,’’ he said, ‘‘and when I 
spoke to him he told me that he was a de- 
tective. I believed him and asked him to 
show me the sights of the town, telling him 
that I was a stranger. I gave him a two- 
dollar bill to help pay our expenses as we 
traveled about. We visited several saloons 
along Fourteenth Street and Broadway, but 
I don’t really know what happened at the 
last few places we were in.”’ 

Payne says that when he awoke next 
morning he found himself with Ferris in 
a lodging house on Fourth Avenue. His 
money, as well as his gold watch, chain, 
and seal, and a diamond ring, were gone. 


When he spoke to Ferris about it, he says 
he was seized and thrown on the street. 
Payne visited the Detective Bureau and 
told his stury there. He was unable to tell 
the address on Fourth Avenue at which he 
discovered the loss of his valuables, but 
the detectives finally located the house as 
No. 102, Yesterday, Ferris was identified 
by Payne as the man who had undertaken 
to show him about the city, and a little 
later he was recognized by a pawnbroker 
as the man who had sold him a diamond 
ring, which was identified by Payne as his 


own. 
Ferris has been committed to the Tombs 

in default of $5,000 to await the action of 

the Grand Jury, while Payne is now stay- 

ing at the Mills Hotel, awaiting remit-

AUDIENCE IN AN UPROAR. 


Manager Flees From the Smithsonian 
Theatre at Greenpoint, Leaving 
Performers Unpaid. 


Chairs were smashed and scenery de- 
stroyed in the Smithsonian Theatre, at 
Greenpoint and Manhattan Avenues, Green- 
point, on Saturday night, by an indignant 
audience that almost filled the place. The 
vengeance of the audience was due to the 
flight of the manager of the house with 
the night’s receipts and the refusal of th 
performers to present the entertainment 
of vaudeville without first receiving their 
week's salaries. The audience, to the num- 
ber of about 200, remained patient until 9 
o'clock, when it began to get restless, as 
the curtain failed to go up. 

After several minutes of repeated hand- 
clapping and stamping, one of the actors 
appeared before the curtain and announced 
that there would be no performance, as 
the manager had fled and the performers 
were left without salary. The announce- 
ment caused many of the men to hurry to 
the box office to get back their money, only 


to find it tightly closed. The indignation 
of the gathering was then manifested by 
the smashing of chairs and scenery and 
the destruction of whatever else it could 
lay its hands on. Word was sent to the 
Greenpoint Avenue Police Station, and sev- 
eral officers were hurried to the place 
and dispersed the crowd. Their timely ar- 
rival prevented the indignant crowd from 
doing much more damage. 

The theatre was opened a week ago as a 
vaudeville house by a man said to be 
George Clemmons. The receipts of the 
week amounted to about $500,
